THE STAR ROUTES. 


EX-SENATOR KELLOGG’S DEFENSE A TECH- 
NICAL ONE. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 18.—[Special. |— 
Senator Kellogg, it is evident, intends to re- 
sort to all legal technicalities to destroy the 
indictment against him. Proceedings were 
commenced today by the submission of pleas 
in abatement, These pleas go ip the organiza- 
tion of the grand jury and to the means em- 
ployed to find the indictment. Mr. Kellogg 
was represented by three attorneys—Judge 
Shellabarger, who for two years represented 
him in the Spofford-Keliogg contested-elec- 
tion ease in the United States Senate (while 


Mr. Merrick, who also today appeared 


fgainst Kellogg, represented Spofford), 
Nathaniel Wilson, and the noted criminal 
lawyer W. A. Cook. The law as to the crea- 
tion of grand juries in the District is compli- 
cated, and technical points heretofore have, 
it is said, been successfully urged against 
them. Mr. Kellogg’s lawyers have another 
point which, in the catalog of technicali- 
ties, may perhaps be quite as effective as the 
one as to the irregularity of the drawing of 
the grand jury. It is, that Mr. Ker ilegaily 
appeared before the grand jury and urged 
the indictment. If this point can be sus- 
tained, the lawyers say it will be a very 
serious argument against the indictment. 
It is a matter of fact that Ker not only 
appeared before the grand jury, but was 
very persistent in his statements that Kellogg 
should be indicted, even after the jury once 
or twice had declined to find an indictment. 
It is claimed by. Kellogg's lawyers that Mr. 
Ker failed to take the oath necessary to au- 
thorize him to appear before the grand jury. 
Mr. Ker is commissiened only as a special 
attorney for the trial of the star-route case, 
and only took the oath as such, He 
was not appointed by  District-At- 
torney Corkhill as an assistant of 
the latter, and did not take the 
requisit oath. At all events, no such oath 
is on file in the court. Messrs. Merrick and 
Bliss both were appointed as assistant Dis- 
trict-Attorneys under Mr. Corkhill, and both 
took the vath required by statute, and their 
oaths are on file. The law is said to be very 
explicit that no one can appear before the 
grand jury as a representative of the Gov- 
ernment except the District-Attorney, or 
sowe assistant designated by him, who has 
filed the requlsit oath. Unless Judge Shella- 
barger is very much mistaken, he will 
be able to sustain this technical 
defect in the Kellogg indictment, and the 
legal acumen of Judge Shellabarger will not 
be denied. It is very possible that Mr. Ker, 
„me skillful drawer of indictments,” may 
have overlooked this vital technical proced- 
ure as a preliminary to his appearance in the 
grand-jury m. Ifthe pleas in abatement 
shall not prove successful it is the purpose 
of the defense afterward to move to quash 
the indictment, and upon this point the de- 
fendants claim to be fortified with the 
opinions of some of the most eminent crim- 
inal lawyers of the country that the indict- 
ment is worthless. 
BRADY. 

James J. Brady narrowly escaped ha a 
bench warrant issued for him today on the 
application of Mr. Ker. This was in 
matter of the last indictment and of one or 
two others in which he has not given bail. 
Brady is under $5,000 bail, but it relates to 
an indictment which has not been tried, and 
Judge Wylie ruled today that additional bail 
must be given. This was a surprise to Bra- 
dy’s lawyer, who hed not expected to be re- 
quired to give more bail, and Brady haa pre- 
pared to leave town for some days. 

THE POLITICS OF IT. 

Democratic journals are endeavoring to 
make partisan capital of the star-route trial, 
which has just failed so disastrously, and 
charge that the defendants were Republicans, 
and that some mysterious secret influence of 
the Administration was used to prevent a con- 
viction. The charge is grossly unjust, so far 
as it reflects upon the sincerity and integrity 
of the Administration, and is a mere piece of 
political clap-trap, having no foundation. 
As a matter of fact, the star-route defendants 
are not all Republicans. Dorsey ana 
Brady are Republicans. Vaile is a very 
pronounced Democrat. Outside of this case 
the persons who have been indicted for 
complicity in the star-route matter were 
nearly all Democrats. The members of the 
great Parker-Salisbury combination, which 
took the most money from the Government, 
are all said to be Democrats. Price is a Dem- 
ocrat. Aside trom th the active prose- 
cutors have been Bliss, Merrick, and Ker. 
Bliss is a Republican, but Merrick and Ker 
are nut only Democrats, but are extreme! 

artisan Democrats, and Ker now in his pu 

ic interviews shows partisanship to such an 
extent as to himself arraign the Republican 
party. Four orfive members of the jury 
were Democrats.

HE CRITICISES HIS CRITICS AT NEW YORK. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., June 18.— (Special, ]— 
Frank Hatton makes a good point on some 
of the New York papers which have such 
sharp criticisms on the star-route verdict 
and on the Post-Office Department. He says 
that these New York papers are exceedingly 
virtuous with respect to all postal ex- 
penditures west of the Allegheny Mountains, 
but that they have a blind eye and a deaf ear 
for wholesale frauds which are practiced 
upon the postal revenue within the shadow 
of the New York Post-Office. He refers 
particularly to the private postal 
system in New York City, which 
had deprived the postal revenue of from 
$800 to $1,000 a day. Yet this system, he says, 
had been tolerated by the New York local 
postal authorities until the department at 
Washington stepped in and broke it up, and 
the New York papers have scarcely a word 
to say of this, great swindle, Yet, if Chi- 
cago, the city Post-Office authorities did not 
wait for the department at Washington to 
act, but broke up the scheme on their own 
moon. When the department | to 
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reduce expenditures in the New York office, 
and proposed to abolish several of the sine- 
cures which had grown up there, there was 
immediately a universal local protest that 
the department was being run exclusively in 
Western interests. Yet Mr. Hatton says he 
has effected an annual saving of $46,000 in

MANNING’S LABORS. 

THE PROBABLE INCENTIVES WHICH LIE BE- 
HIND HIS DESIRE TO HAVE CERTAIN 
LANDS “OPENED TO THE PUBLIC.” 

W ASHINGTON, D. C., June 18.—[Special.|— 
Congressman Manning has had a conference 
with the Secretary of the Navy on the sub- 
ject ot what are known as the “live-oak 
lands “ in Louisiana, Mississippi, Florida. 
and Alabama. Some years ago these lands 


were placed by Congress under the jurisdic- 


tion of the Navy Devartment, in order that 
the fine live-oak timber which they con- 
tained might be preserved for shipbuilding. 
Mr. Manning maintains that a large portion 
of these lands are pine lands, and do not con- 
tain any live-oak, and he thinks that the 
lands should be transferred to the jurisdiction 
of the Interior Department in order that tt 
may become a part of the public domain. 
The application of Mr. Manning to the Sec- 
retary ot the Navy of course will be una- 
vailing, as Congress alone can restore these 
lands to the jurisdiction of the Interior De- 
artment. It is not to be forgotten that Mr. 
Manning, who was a member of the Judi- 
ciary Committee of the last House, which did 
not declare the numerous Southern land 
grapts upon which no work had been com- 
menced forfeited, is recognized as one 
of the active members in the 
syndicate which has purchased the charter 
of the old Gulf & Ship Island Railroad, and 
which is now attempting to use the decision 
in the Northern Pacific as a precedent for 
claiming that this Gulf & Ship Island Kail- 
road is entitied to the land-grant. These 
live-oak lands are in the region of the Gulf 
& Ship Island Railway, and if they could be 
restored tothe public domain it is by no 
means certain that the Gulf & Ship Island 
Koad would not endeavor to claim them as 
part of its grant. In any event they are 
such valuable timber lands that if restored 
to the publie domain and opened to 
settlement the result would be a very con- 
siderable emigration to thatcountry. An ef- 
fort to transfer these live-oak lands or part 
of them from the jurisdiction of the Navy 
Department to the jurisdiction of the In- 
terior Department may confidently be ex- 
ted next winter. If transferred to the 
nterior Department, while they would not 
necessarily form a part of the alleged grant 
of the Gult & Ship Island Road, they might 
be considered public lands and be opened to 
settlement. 


THE NEW COMMISSIONER. 


EVANS 18 TURNING OUT GOOD MEN TO PUT 
IN INEXPERIENCED PEOPLE. 

W asHineron, D. C., June 18.— (Special. ]— 
Commissioner Evans has just begun a reor- 
ganization of the internal-revenue service, 
which, he says, is a weeding-out of incompe- 
tent men and the substitutton of fit men in 
their places. As a matter of fact it is as far 
as developed, the putting-out of some very 
competent men and putting personal friends 
in their places, Four revenue agents were 
removed today, and two more have been de- 
cided upon, but are not yet announced. 
These are all men who were regarded as 
competent under Gen. Raum, and no 
branch of the public service was 
more efficiently organized than his, as the 
whole country well knows. The four agents 
removed are Charles W. Eldridge, now at 
Boston, Agent Daniels at Cincinnati, Agent 
Gustav Clemens of LUlinois, and Agent Crea- 
ger atGrand Haven, Mich. Mr. Eldridge is 
a man of fine education and a gentieman of 
high character. He has beenin the internal- 
revenue service since 1865, and is thoroughly 
acduainted with every branch of the inter- 
nal-revenue service. He compiled the regu- 
lations for the service. His standing for 
years has been of the very best. In his 
place a man. named UHorton, formerly 
on duty in Kentucky, has been appointed on 
the recommendation of Ben Butler and ex- 
Collector Simmons. Horton was dismissed 
by Gen. Raum. His record exists at some 
length in Commissioner Evans’ office. In 
tne place of one of the others James A. Ray, 
lately of Kentucky and now of Kansas, has 
been appointed. Ray was a Deputy Col- 
lector of internal revenue in the Second 
Kentucky District, and about a year ago was 
reported against for neglect of duty, and re- 
moved for this reason, as Mr. 
Evans knows. In the lace of an- 
other competent officer, Albert H. Clark, 
of Mr. Evans’ town, isappointed. Mr. Clark 
was fitted for this official’s place by serving 
aterm in the Kentucky egisiature. An- 
other appointee is Dr. D. W. Voyles, of New 
Albany, Ind. He sa physician much past 
middle life, with a good practice, and his 
friends here are wondering what he wants of 
a special revenue ageney. Lastly, Commis- 
sioner Evans has intimated his purpose to 
displace Gen. F. D. Sewall from the head of 
the force of specal agents, and send him 
away to make a place for one of 
Mr. Evans’ friends here. Gen. 
Sewall, like Mr. Eldridge, has long 
been connected with the service, one of the 
most capable and efficient men in it, of high 
character and most excellent standing as a 
citizen. Eitner one of these gentlemen is 
far better fitted for the position of Commis- 
sioner than Mr. Evans can be till be has had 
several years’ experience. The indications 
are strong that the thorough organization 
which Gen. Raum left behind him is to yield, 
wherever necessary, to the demands ot 
friends who insist that the Commissioner 
shall become a dealer in petty patronage.

FIRST BASKETFUL OF HEADS.

Be- 
fore I acted, however, 1 had the President's 
sanction. I wrote a letter embodying my 
views on this subject, based upon what | 
bad been able to gather from those in the 
office who have been here much longer 
than and who certainly knew more 
about it than did. This I sub- 
mitted to the President, and it received 
his approval. No, there are no charges 
against these men: I Know nothing reflect{ 
on their personal character.

ASPHYXAIATION. 


Two Mien Lose Their Lives by In 
ing Foul Gases in a Well. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 18.—|Special.]— 
Today while a gang of men were cleaning 
out an old well forty-tive feet deep, one of 
them, named John Reuter, descended for 
the purpose of performing nevessary work 
midway between the top and bottom of the 
well. In afew moments his comrades stand- 
ing on the ground above were horrified upon 
witnessing the unfortunate man falling from 
the seat upon which he had been sitting to 
the bottom of the well. Martin Reuter, a 
brother of John, immediately deciared 
his intention of descending the shaft 
in an endeavor to effect a rescue. He 
was carefully lowered to the bottom of the 
well, and once more the silence of death pre- 
vailed. Persistent shouting from those 
above failed utterly to elicit a response, and 
the excitement became most intense. The 
news of the occurrence spread with rapidity, 
and in the space of a few moments hundreds 
of men, women, and children hurriedly 
rushed to the scene of the disaster. Ropes 
and hooks were procured, and as quickly as 
circumstances would permit the bodies of 
the two brothers were brought to the sur- 
face. The patrol wagon was summoned, 
and the bodies were taken to the 
morgue, where they now lie. Investigation 
as to the cause of the tragedy resulted in 
proof that both men had been overcome and 
suffocated from poisonous gases. John 
Reuter was 38 years of age, 
and four small chiidren. 
years of age. His wife died abdut five weeks 
ago, and five little children are now left or- 
phans and in very poor circumstances. Both 
men are spoken of as hard working; hones 
and industrious citizens, and the news o 
their sad death created a profound sensation, 
and the utmost sorrow prevailed in the 
northwestern partof the city, where both 
men were well and favorably known.

TORNADOES, 
IN ILLINOIS, NEAR MENDOTA, SUNDAY AFT- 
ERNOON. 


Menpora, III., June 18.—|Special.}—The 
vicinity of Arlington, nine miles southwest 
of this place, was visited with a terrific storm 
Sunday afternoon. The day had been some- 
what showery, and about 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon the clouds seemed to mass, with 
the general appearance of aheavy thunder- 
storm. The first indication to the people 
who were watching the storm 
a cyclone was coming was a rum- 
bling sound, similar to that of 
a train of cars, and, with 
such rapidity did the storm move that a 
place of safety was scarcely reached before 
its path was laid. Nine houses and barns 
were blown down and trees uprooted. The 
large barn of William Oakley was entirely 
demolished and several horses killed. The 
house of Mr. Sheldon was caught up and 
hurled against a large tree. The entire 
family was in the cellar and escaped. un- 
injured, except with slight bruises 
from stones from the foundations 
of the house falling on them. The dwelling 
of Mr. Wheeler was entirely destroyed. A 
flock of sheep were caught by the storm and 
carried a distance of ten or fifteen rods in an 
adjoining field, killing but two or three. 
The path of the storm was not over twenty 
rods wide. It seemed like a great funnel, 
and moved in circies, leaving wreck and ruin 
behind it. The unfortunate people are re- 
ceiving every attention from their neighbors. 

AT STEUBENVILLE, o. 

STEUBENVILLE, O., June 18.—[Special.]— 
A terrific cyclone struck this city this even- 
ing about 6 o’clock, inflicting enormous 
damage on our little community. The path 
of the storm was about 300 yards wide, and, 
coming over the high hills which bound the 
city on the west, it struck the northern por- 
tion of the city, carrying everything before it. 
North of Seventh street hardly a house 
escaped damage. The large brick residence 
of Mrs. Harry Caldwell was entirely 
demolished, the roof being hurled through 
the air for several hundred feet. The resi- 
dence of the family of the late fighting Colonel 
McCook, of Rebellion fame, was also in the 
path of the storm and was almost entirely 
destroyed, the chimneys being blown down, 
the sides caved in, and the roof blown away. 
All the houses in that vicinity suffered great- 
ly. The upper end of Fourth and Third 
streets were also in the line of the cyclone, 
and houses, _fences, stables, outhouses, 

himneys, grape-arbors, trees, etc., were 
scattered in all directions. Several persons 
narrowly escaped death, and many are more 
or less injured. At the home of 
Mrs. Reynolds a large orchard of 
apple and pear trees was completely 
demolished, every tree being torn up by the 
roots and literally blown out of sight. A 
wing of the residence of ex-Mayor Marion 
was blown away. At the Clinton paper- 
mills the storm was terrific, and the mills are 
much damaged. The telegraph-wires are 
down in all directions. When the storm 
struck the river the scene is described as 
grandin the extreme. The air was filled 
with boards, boughs of trees, and flymg 
débris of all kinds. When the water was 
reached the wind seized hold of the river and 
twisted and whirled the water into foam, 
forming a water-spout over 100 feet in hight, 
which gyrated across the Ohio and broke on 
the West Virginia shore. The storm lasted 
about fifteen minutes, but no rain fell. Tne 
storm took a straight course, commencing 
on Seventh street and going straight to the 
river, demolishing everything before it. 
Hundreds of people are on the grounds view- 
ing the ruins. To give someideaof the force 
of the wind, a team of horses standing on 
Ross street were lifted from their feet 
ana earried across the street and up against 
the houses on the opposite side, sustaining 
serious injuries. The sight of the storm was 
magnificent—the huge clouds flying in all 
directions with fearful rapidity and coming 
together with terrific force, making a noise 
like the rushing of many waters. Steuben- 
ville has been very fortunate regarding 
storms heretofore. h hills on every side 
give the city shelter, and this one was vir- 
tually the first of any magnitude that ever 
visited this city. The total loss will reach 
$30,000. 

IN AND AROUND PITTSBURG, PA. 

Pirrspure, Pa., June 18,—(Special.)—A 
cyclone passed over Burgettstown, W ash- 
ington County, Pa., late this evening, 
—— fo buildings, killing cattle, uproot- 
ing twisting the largest trees, and spread- 
ing destruction in its path. The path of the 
storm was about 100 yards wide. A great 
many houses were unroofed, and some were 
entirely demolished. Strange to say, no one 
was killed or seriously injured as far as 
known, but there were many Darrow escapes. 
Altogether, over 500 cattle and sheep were 
killed. A large cow was carried in the air 
over half a mile and let down unhurt. A 
large oak tree Was twisted off at the roots 
and carried nearly a mile, falling ou a barn 
and killing two or three cattle and a horse. 
The ground was covered with hailstones, 
many of them weighing over six ounces. 

Pirtspure, Pa., June 18.—Shortly after 7 
o’clock this evening this section was visited 
by one of heaviest rain and 
hail sterms ever known. In this city 

hail came down as large as 

and rain fell in torrents, filling streets 
and cellars. No damage more severe than 
the breaking of skylights was repo , how- 
ever. Outside of the city the storm partook 
of the nature of a cyclone. Specials to 
the Dispatch and Commercial-Gazette 
state that through Washington and 
other southwestern counties, houses aml 
barns were unroofed, trees uprooted, and 
cattie killed. The damage to railroads from 
washouts ard landslides and to telegraph 
wires was also great, but so far no loss of 
life is reported. The storm did not last an 
hour, and was from the southwest. Specials 
say the track of the cyclone was from 100 to 
400 feet, and in many places everything was 
swept as if by a broom.

HEAVY 8 MS. 
TWO HUNDRED HOUSES SUBMERGED. 

Lincoty, Neb., June 18.—[Special.]— 
Later particulars of the storm ot Saturday 
night show that it was general over Eastern 
Nebraska, also that it was the worst storm 
that has been known in the State for years. 
In thie county a good deal of property was 
destroyed, and as many as a hundred houses 
are surrounded py water on the low lands 
adjacent to this city. Nearly all the bridges 
in the county are swept away, and the same 
reports come from other portions of the 
State.

THREE MEN KILLED AND SEVEN INJURED BY 

LIGHTNING. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., June 18.—[Special.]— 
Information was received here today of a 
terribly fatal stroke of lightning which de- 
scended among a number of stockmen near 
Ravenna, Mo., Saturday last. A sale of 
thoroughbred cattle was taking place at the 
time on t farm of R. S. Light, and as a 
sudden thunder-storm arose many of those 
in attendance took shelter in a barn, the bal- 
ance going into the dwelling-house of Mr. 
Light. It was about 10 o’clock a. m., and 
the men had been in the barn but a 
few moments when it was struck by 
lightnimg, and James Berry, John Bowers, 
and Gegrge Wyatt were instantly killed, and 
seven others injured, though not seriously. 
The men killed were prominent stockmen 
and farmers, and all leave families. Bowers 
was an Englishman, who had only been in 
America a few months. 

A BRIDGE DESTROYED. 

CHATHAM, Ont., June 18.—This afternoon 
a terrific hurricane, with rain, passed over 
this section. ‘The wind struck the bridge of 
the Erie & Huron Railway, constructing 
across the Thames River, utterl y destroying 
it. There were five men on the bridge at the 
time, allof whom jumped into the river. 
Two were injured, not seriously. The loss 
falls on the contractors, a firm in Buffalo. 
Several trees were uprooted and other dam- 
age done. 

GREAT DAMAGE IN VAN BUREN COUNTY, 
MICHIGAN. 

Detroit, Mich., June 18.— Reports from 
Van Buren County indicate that a heavy 
rain-storm, almost a waterspout, visited that 
section yesterday afternoon, washing out 
roads, railroad culverts, highway bridges, 
and plowed fields at a great rate. The dan- 
age to property must be considerable. 


THE RIVERS. 

THE MISSISSIPPI BOOMING AT sr. LOUIS. 

Sr. Louis. Mo., June 18,—[Special.]—The 
river is still on the rise, and the indications 
favor a flood second only to that of 1844. The 
Missouri tributaries are all swollen by late 
rains, and four or five feet more water at 
least is looked for at this point, it being 
already thirty-one feet and a half above low- 
water mark. The levee is nearly submerged, 
and old-timers say there is water enough 
heard from to set every building on the river 
front afloat. Should this prove true great 
damage will result. The warehouses on 
the levee stand just above the reach 
of all but the highest floods, The cellars are 
flooded every year, but it 18 not once in ten 
years that their first-story floors are wet. All 
goods are moved from the cellars every 
spring, but warehousemen generally take 
their chances on everything above the cellar. 
Just now some of them are removing their 
goods, but many will be caught unless the 
rise stops tomorrow. Considerable damage 
has already occurred in asmall way in the 
lower parts of the city. A number of fami- 
lies have been driven from their houses. 

East St. Louis looks like pictures of 
Venice. 

At St. Charles the Government derricks are 
in danger, and the great embankment of the 
Wabash Road at the south end of the St. 
Charles bridge is seriously threatened. 

THE LATEST DISPATCHES FROM sr. LOUIS. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., June 18—Midnight.—The 
river-gage of the signal service at St. Louis 
tonight marked thirty-one feet ten inches, 
which is twenty-two inches above the danger- 
line. Nearly the entire surface of the Levee 
along the river front is submerged, and 
steamers find it very difficult to load and dis- 
charge cargoes. All the cellars 
of business- houses along the Levee 
are nearly filled with water, and 
a rise of another foot will inundate the first 
floors of most of the stores. No damage is 
reported, as all goods have been removed to 
safe places. Considerable low land in the 
Horthern part of the city is covered with 
backwater, and the lumber-yards along the 
river are threatened, but so far no property 
has been seriously harmed. Itis expected 
the rise will reach thirty-five feet at this 
point, which will be higher than for several 
years, but property along and adja 
cent to the river is so well pro- 
tected that not much damage is an- 
ticipated. A good deal of low land in 
East St. Louis is flooded by back-water, 
and some families have been obliged to 
move from their houses, but no serious dam- 
age has yet been done. ‘The bottom-lands at 
different points along the Lower Missouri 
River are submerged, and crops injured to a 
greater or less extent, but no reports yet 
received of any great damage. Ali the trib- 
utaries of the river in this State both north 
and south are high, and many small interior 
streams are out of their banks and doing 
much damage to crops, farm property, and 
railroad and highway bridges. Trains are 
greatly delayed, or abandoned altogether, 
and travel is seriously interfered with. 

REPORTED BREAK IN A LEVEE. 

Mempuis, Tenn., June 18.—|Special.}—It 
is reported here by pilots of steamers from 
above that the Mississippi River bas at 
length cut through into Hatchie Lake, about 
ten miles above here, and a large volume of 
water is now pourimg through the new chan- 
nel. Some anxiety is felt here as to the 
probable result of this new break of the 
Mississippi. As yet it is impossible to specu- 
late upon the effect it will have on property 
that lines the bank of Wolf River in the 
northern portion of the city and into which 
stream Hatchie River flows. Valuable lum- 
ber and cotton-seed milis, together with 
large railroad interests, compresses, and the 
elevator may feel the effect, but time alone 
will dewonstrate it. The damage to Mem- 
phis, if any, will come should the main 
channel of the river follow through the 
eut-otf, which at present does not seem 
likely to occur. 

AT KANSAS CITY. 

Kansas Ciry, Mo., June 18.— (Special.)— 
Great fear is felt nere that the Missouri 
River will again overflow its banks and that 
the scenes witnessed two years ago are to be 
repeated. The Missouri River at 6 o'clock 
tonight stood at twenty-two feet above low- 
water mark and is rising slowly. The Kaw 
River, which empties into the Missouri at 
this point, rose four feet from Saturday 
night to Sunday night, and a big rise in the 
Missouri is reported from points between 
Omaha and Atchison.

Tur lard investigation drags its weary 
length behind the closed doors of the Di- 
rectors’ room in the Board of Trade build- 
ing. Prof. De la Fontaine was recalled yes- 
terday, and testified that since his last appear- 
ance on the stand he had subjected the lard 
of “James Wright & Co.” to four additional 
avalyses, all of which established the cor- 
rectness of his former conclusions. Two of 
the old employés of the packing-house swore 
to having seen tallow dumped into “Tank 
No. 4,” which seems to be one of the bones 
of contention, owing to the alleged system of 
secret pipes connecting it with the lard- 
room. The prosecution here rested, and the 
defendants will take their turn today. 

SENATOR KELLOGG intends to plead legal 
technicalities against the indictment charg- 
ing him with complicity in the star-route 
frauds. Pleas of abatement were presented 
yesterday. These charge irregularity in the 
organization of the grand jury and the un- 
lawful presence of Mr. Ker in the jury- 
room when he so persistently urged the 
finding of the indictment. It appears that 
Mr. Ker had not been appointed an Assistant 
District-Attorney, and bence had no legal 
right to appear before the jury in that capac- 
ity. His commission as special attorney may 
have, in his opinion, warranted his presence 
there, but Kellogg's counsel will insist on 
the strict letter of the law. 


Tue high-toned poker-players of Galves- 
ton are very much disgruntled. It is stated 
that Maj. Wasson, the defaulting Army Pay- 
master, who lost some $20,000 of Government 
funds at the seductive game, turned informer, 
and squealed loud and long on the coterie 
with whom he was in the habit of playing, 
and to whom he asserted he had lost the 
money.

AMERICAN railroads are not proving a 
present benefit to the masses of the Mexican 
people if the comments of the Monterey cor- 
respondent of the Galveston News are to be 
believed. He says that while the higher 
classes of the Mexicans may favor progress 
and international comity, the masses of the 
people want their country to themselves, and 
bitterly oppose the revolution in trade 
brought about by the railroads. They want 
no labor-saving machines, refuse to use any- 
thing but the burro asa means of transpor- 
tation, and prefer the venerable wooden 
plow of ten centuries ago to the keen-bladed 
coulter of Moline. It is possible that the 
correspondent’s gloomy views were inspired 
by a generous libation of throat-burning 
pulque and a dyspeptic meal of frijoles and 
chili paste. 


BOARD OF TRADE PRIZE-RING. 

There were signs in the fluctuations on the 
Board of Trade yesterday that the trouble 
which seemed to have culminated Satur- 
day had not really come to an end. Prices 
showed a lack of the hard-pan quality that 
marks real bottom. Even the fierce reaction 
of last week did not bring quotations down 
to the average that might be taken as their 
normal values in the absence of the cruel 
manipulation that has been so potent in our 
markets ever since the scanty European 
crops of late years. Wheat and provisions 
are both still very much higher than they 
“used to be before the corners of the last four 
years raised prices to a pitch of chronic in; 
flammation. 

It is an open secret that the cliquing of the 
Board of Trade- markets extends far beyond 
the deal in lard. The success of some of the 
more ambitious corners of the last twenty- 
four months has encouraged those million- 
aires who are willing to make some more 
millions forestalling ” the food of the peo- 
ple to repeat their experiments. Fourteen 
millions were put into the attempted lard 
corner, and millions more are credibly re- 
ported to be staked in operations in wheat 
and corn to make fortunes out of the sub- 
sistence of the multitude. The Board of 
Trade was instituted to do a legitimate work, 
but it is being rapidly prostituted into an in- 
strumentality to serve the purposes of finan- 
cial sluggers. To such an extent is this be- 
ing carried that the popular belief that prices 
on the board are “cliqued” is at last be- 
ginning to interfere sensibly with the busi- 
ness of the board. People are coming to be 
afraid to yenture on its floors for fear of 
walking into some trap laid by th corner- 
ing millionaires, or of ing cau 1 
whirlwind ripening from the wind sown by 
them. 

Onse the Board of Trade was composed 
altogether of modest traders, but now here, 
as in almost every other department of 
American industrial life, a few big dealers, 
with their superior wealth and inferior 
morality, are gradually overcoming the 
crowd of little ones, and the board is prac- 
tically made up of a few monopolizing cap- 
italists and their numerous retinue of bro- 
kers. The law of the State against corners 
—corner being only an abbreviated term for 
the methods of these monopolists—remains 
a dead letter. It is impossible to enforce it 
against offenders so powerful. The rule of 
the board against corners has also been 
rescinded. The Board of Trade bas sub- 
stantially been surrendered by its members 
and the public to be a prize-ring for mone- 
tary pugilists. 

There couid be no greater mistake than to 
suppose this to be a matter that concerns the 
board alone or Chicagoalone. If the useful- 
ness of the Board of Trade is crippled by an

No matter how many times the courts of 
this State may decide that the Board of 
Trade is a voluntary association“ and a 
private body, the fact will still be that it is 
the most important public Institution in the 
State of Litincis.

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MAYOR HARRISON'S NULLIFICATION 
ORDINANCE. 

The City Council at its meeting last night 
went through a cut-and-dried program. The 
ordinance making the saloon year end June 
1 was passed, whereupon the Mayor pulled 
out ot his pocket an elaborate veto message 
and proceeded to have it read, to the great 
edification of his saloonkeeping constituents, 
who were present in large numbers. He 
first explained the legal weakness of the 
ordinance—that, as pointed out by THE 
TRIBUNE a few days ago, no licenses can be 
issued which shallrun beyond the municipal 
year, which ends April 1; and then proceeded 
to suggest a remedy, in the shape of an ordi- 
nance making the saloon year end on the 
first Monday in April. Between the begin- 
ning and close of his message were many 
words of commiseration for the hapless sa- 
loonkeepers, their tamilies, and their land- 
lords, thousands of whom he professed to 
believe would be at once reduced to utter 
pauperism. He also denounced the high- 
license act and sought to use against ita 
number of stale and exploded arguments. 
It was, in short, a specia) plea for the saloon- 
keepers, as if they were the majority of the 
community, and an attempt toshow them that 
he was still faithful to their interests, and 
would do all that he could for them. His 
amendment was theu adopted by the Coun- 
cil, and of course met with his instant ap- 
proval. It provides, in substance, that be- 
tween now and the Ist of July any person 
may take out a saloon license to sell malt 
and spirituous liquors, which shall run to 
the Ist of April, or nine months, on paying 
therefor the sum of $108, which is at the rate 
of $138 for twelve months. After July 
1 no license can be issued, says 
the Mayor, at lower rates than those 
fixed by the law of the State, but he adds, 
significantly, that he does not know when 
the Council will pass an ordinance comply- 
ing with that law. The rush of men desir- 
ous of taking out licenses between now and 
the end of the month began last night, and 
it is probabie that within two weeks 4,000 
will avail themselves of the nullifying meas- 
ure of the Mayor. When prosecutions have 
begun, however, as they will within three 
weeks, for selling by virtue of a license 
granted at lower rates than those fixed by 
the State law, many who are now rushing 
forward with their money will be inclined 
to wish that they had not tried to take ad- 
vantage of any such lawless scheme. 


THE STAR-ROUTERS AND THE NEWS- 
PAPERS. * 

The star-route gang in the first moments 
of their jubilation induiged in clamorous 
threats to sue the newspapers which did not 
believe in their innocence for libel. We re- 
gret to learn that as their jubilation has 
cooled down they have abandoned the news- 
paper-suing project. Perhaps the magni- 
tude of the scheme prevented, for, with one 
or two insignificant exceptions of subsidized 
newspapers, the entire press of the country, 
without regard to its partisan bias, believed 
and still believes them to be thieves, and has 
no doubt that under the thin pretense of 
“expediting the mail service“ they stole 
millions of dollars from the Public Treasury. 

The result of this trial is in one way a con- 
viction of the jury system itself, as wellasa 
conviction of our criminal procedure. The 
case was literally lawed to pieces until noth- 
ing of it was left. It lasted for seven months. 
Its ‘testimony covers no less than 6,000 pages 
—5,500 too many. The lawyers on both sides 
harangued a jury of less than the average 
ability fora month, one of them gabbling 
nine days. The frauds on the Government 
reached into the millions, and how much the 
profits of each contractor were will probably 
never be known. The expense to the Gov- 
ernment reached hundreds of thousands, and 
yet the five defendants were acquitted. 

Probably very few people expected that 
the jury would bring in a unanimous ver- 
dict of guilty, while very few believed they 
would bring in a unanimous verdict of not 
guilty. In such a complicated case, the gen- 
eral opinion was that the jury would dis- 
agree. Nothing is more difficult to prove 
than a conspiracy, but that these twelve 
men should have argued that the de- 
fendants were not guilty transcends the 
limits of human belief and argues thai 
they were interested in finding the verdict. 
A correspondent of one of our contempo- 
raries suggests a phase of the Scotch practice 


| which might have been satisfactory in this 


case. The hard-headed, practical Scotch- 
men have these verdicts in criminal cases: 
guilty, not guilty, or not proven. In the 
star-route cases the jury may have thought 
the charge was not proven according to Col. 
Ingersoll’s views of the law and the testi- 
mony, but whether it did or not, ifit brought 
inany verdict, it had to say guilty or not 
guilty. It may have thought, as every one 
else thin s, that they were guilty, though 


‘the conspiracy may not have been proven, 


and had they had the option of the Scotch 
form of verdict. they could, have said not 
proven.” Such a verdict would have been 
more consistent, for it would not have de- 
clared them guiltless, but simply that they 
were to be released because the evidence was 
not technically sufficient, while the origina! 
charge would still have hung over them, and 
the case could have been reopened at any 
time when additional evidence had been se- 
cured, 

The result of this case is a disgrace in 
every way to the administration of law and 
justice in this country, and it will make many 
people seriously ask the question whether 
the jury system is a blessing to the country, 
whether the criminal procedure is not a 
farce, and whether there is not something 
radically wrong in the whole system of crim- 
inal law that can impose such a verdict as 
this on the country. The verdict, of course, 
must stand in law, but it has not purified the 
moral standing of the defendantsin any way. 
The entire country still believes them guilty 
of sw indling the Government, just as it did be- 
fore the verdict was rendered. There is no 
question that the court believes it, or it would 
never have intimated that while the verdict 
must be accepted it would not give satisfac- 
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defendants to recall their counsel, if the fees 
already paid have not consumed all the 
profits from their frauds, and instruct them 
to commence suits for libel against the press. 
They need pot go to the trouble of suing all 
the papers in the United States, but can se- 
lect any one responsible paper that can pay 
damages, if convicted. They need not be 
afraid that they will not have a good, square 
fight on their hands, and the star-route 
thieves can be promised that the bottom facts 
will come out and that ‘the true inwardness 
of their rascality will be developed. If they 
can convict the paper of libel it willbea 
more valuable verdict to them than the pres- 
ent one, and they may In reality claim to be 
guiltless. A verdict in theirfayor after such 
a trial would be a clean bill of moral health, 
and they certainly cannot ask for a more 
thorough test fog establishing their innocence 
and convincing the public, which now be- 
liéves them guilty of all that has been 
charged against them, that it is in error. 

The New York Times steps forward and 
tenders its services as defendant in a star- 
route libel suit. It says: 

The Times does not acquiesce in the verdict 


and will continue the warfare. 


The Times begun the warfare upoo this gang 
of plunderers from advep convicdon of pubiic 
duty. It believed them to be guilty, The proofs 
of their guilt whieh it has unea are as com- 
plete and irretutable as the proofs upon which 
it made its fight against the Tw ring. In 
that fight it was not discouraged by repeated 
reverses. It acquiesced in no verdict save that 
which sent Tweed tu the Tombs. It will not so- 
quiesce in the verdict of acquittal rendered 
yesterday. because it believes these men to be 
guilty. It believes that the Republican party 
owes it to itself and to the Nation to convict and 
punish them. Therefore it will continue the 
warfare. 

If this course should be unsatisfactory to 
Thomas J. Brady, Stephen W. Dorsey, or any 
other star-route thief, and they choose to at- 
tempt to vindicate themselves in libel suits, the 
Times will welcome the opportunity to do the 
Republican party and the country the grandest 
service of which it is capable by proving in a 
court of law that they are thieves and that it 
bas told the truth in calling them such,

CHICAGO LARD AND CINCINNATI “GALL.” 

The Cineianati Commercial-Gazette has a 
diatribe against the wickedness of Chicago, 
which is likened to that of the Scriptural 
Sodom and Gomorrah, on account of the al- 
leged adulteration of lard at this point. The 
same Scriptural treatment of the subject 
would suggest that Cincinnati should take 
the beam from its own eye before searching 
for motes in other eyes. 

The Chicago people do not undertake to 
pass upon the quality of Cineinnati lard. It 
is probably soft, like most things which em- 
anate from Cincinnati, For the rest, it cuts 
no great figure in the lard trade of the world 
and attracts no special investigation. Argu- 
ing from analogy, however, it is natural to 
conclude that Cincinnati lard is no better 
than other lard; how much worse it is the 
manufacturers alone can tell. But it is only 
reasonable to suppose that the lard used in 
the general trade is very much the same; 
Cincinnati manufacturers and dealers are in 
the habit of keeping track of such things, 
and if the Cincinnati article were materially 
purer than the lard produced elsewhere the 
fact would be very generally known and 
fully recognized in the demand and price. 
The greater purity of Cincinnati people has 
been abundantly displayed, and if Cincinnati 
hogs and the product of the same were 60 
much superior to the rest of their kind all 
the Cincinnati modesty could not conceal the 
tact from an admiring world. 

There is another consideration which makes 
it probable that Cincinnati lard is no purer 
than Chicago lard. One of the adulterants 
for lard is cotton-seed oil. Cincinnati has a 
special pipedine running into the cotton-seed 
country. Some years ago it pledged its credit 
for the construction of a direct railroad to 
the South, and it isnot reasonable to suppose 
that cotton-seed would deliberately avoid 
that straight-cut, air-line route to lard manu- 
facture in order to make a circuitous turn 
and come around to Chicago. If the Com- 
mercial-Gazette people are interested in 
showing that Cincinnati lard is all pure leaf, 
as they maintain inferentially, we would ad- 
vise that they should employ Chicago chem- 
ists to make a strict analysis of some of the 
stuff not gotten up especially to stand the 
test. Until something of this kind is done, 
or perhaps as a means to avoid such a test, 
the lard manufacturers of Cincinnati should 
muzzle some of the Cincinnati editors. 

The cool ignorance of the larded editorials 
in Cincinnati is illustrated by the fact that 
the adulterated lard of Chicago is represent- 
ed as purporting to be leaf lard.” As a 
matter of fact, the commercial article is 
known as “prime steam lard,” and the 
rules of the Board of Trade of Cincinnati, as 
of the Board of Trade of Chicago, recognize 
as straight“ the mixture of the fat render- 
ings from the heads, sides, and other parts of 
the hog, and the “leat”? of the animal fur- 
nishes only about one-third of the lard in its 
regular, legitimate, and normal condition. 
When the Cincinnati hog editor cries out 
that “only a few years ago a destruction by 
fire fell on Chicago so signal and complete 
that the conclusion that it was a judgment 
was unavoidable,” and further predicts that 
the fate of Sodom and Gomorrah awaits it 
because it does not furnish pure “leaf 
lard” for the article known as “ prime 
steam lard,” it is evident that Cincinnati has 
been spared any recent visit of the fool- 
killer. 

It may be well enough to add that abso- 
lutely pure lard at this time of year would 
melt into oll even in Chicago, and in the 
average temperature of Cincinnati it would 
run off almost as rapidly as the Ohio River in 
flood-time. What the Chicago Board of 
Trade is engaged in just now4%s an effort to 
expose any deleterious system of adultera- 
tion which may have been followed, and by 
such exposure to put a stop to it. We doubt 
whether the Cineinnati Board of Trade has 
the courage to go into such an investigation ; 
and, if we were to judge by the experience 
of the Chicago Board of Trade with Cincin- 
nati operators, we should say that there is 
not enough honesty in the trade circles of 
that city to assure a thorough investigation 
even if there were courage enough to under- 
take it. Indeed, we should think that the 
Cigcinnati editor would avoid Chicago 
Board of Trade topics as an extremely deli- 
cate subject which might suggest remi- 


niscences not at all creditable to the average

THE ENGLISH RADICAL PROGRAM. 

Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, in his startling 
speech at Birmingham last week on the oc- 
casion of the Bright celebration, made a bold 
bid for the succession to Mr. Gladstone. He 
is now the acknowledged leader of the En- 
glish Radical party, having completely out- 
stripped Sir Charles Dilke, who grows con- 
servative with age, and his only competitor 
for the official mantle of the grand old man 
is Mr. Childers, the present Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. The Marquis of Hartington 
seems to be out of the race. The Radicals 
willhave nothing to do with him. They 
might, if Mr. Chamberlain was content, take 
Mr. Childers for a time, as his record while 
in Australia is quite radical enough to suit 
them, but he is not so aggressive or so pro- 
nounced as Mr. Chamberlain, and, moreover, 
the Radicals are afraid that he might fall 
under Whig control. 

Mr. Gladstone cannot continue much long- 
er to lead the Liberal party. It is a knowl- 
edge of this that leads Mr. Chamberlain to 
announce the platform on which he seeks 
the leadership. That platformis: Universal 
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Parliament on the basis of population, as in 
the United States. No wonder there has 
been a flutter in the Whig dovecotes at this 
bold program. ‘The Whigs were willing 
to coneéde a reduction of the franchise and 
the redistribution of seats so as to give the 
large centres of population a large represen- 
tation. But they will stoutly resent any 
further radical demands. They are not yet 
prepared to go so far in the direction 
of an English Republic as universal suffrage, 
and though most of them are willing to ad- 
mit that the support of the Episcopal 
Church by the State cannot be defended on 
any sou political grounds they will op- 
pose, as Mn George Russell, one of their 
number, says in the current number of the 
Nineteenth Century, dlsestablisbment not 
for the church’s sake, but for their own.” 
They will say with the Whig Peer whom Mr. 
Russell quotes: “As long as the church is 
established we can kick the parsons. But 
once dlsestablish it, and, begad! they will 
kick us.” 

The question of the payment of members is 
also asore question with the Whigs. The 
British Commons is now arich man’s club. 
The members are with the exception of the 
Irishmen retired merchants, landiords, or 
their protégés. A poor man cannot afford to 
enter Parliament. If members are paid the 
reign of the purse and the plutocracy will be 
ended. Ambitious, but not overwealthy, 
young men—young lawyers and young jour- 
nalists, who make the very best legislators— 
farmers and artisans will find their way into 
Parliament, and the landocracy and the shop- 
ocracy will in many instances be sent to the 
sphere which they are best suited to, private 


life. 

The most important plank, perhaps, of the 
Chamberlain progran®is that which contem- 
plates representation based on population. 
At the present, under what is euphemistically 
called the historical plan,” there is nothing 
like a fair representation of the people. Lit- 
tle boroughs with but a couple of thousand 
inhabitants have a representative in Par- 
liament, while counties and cities with popu- 
lations of over 250,000 have but two. The 
boroughs of Richmond and Ripon, with only 
1,700 voters, have two representives in Par- 
liament, while the Leith District in Scotland, 
with 10,088 voters, has but one represent- 
ative. Rutiandshire, with 1,736 voters, 
has two members, while Rochdale, with 
11,172 voters, has but one. The inequality is 
still greater in Ireland. Down Patrick, with 
304 voters, has one member, the County of 
Down, with 18,085 voters, has but two. Port- 
arlington has one member representing its 
126 voters, while Dublin City, with 14,000 
voters, has but two, and Belfast, with 21,000, 
has but the same number. 

This scandalous state of affairs the Rad- 
icals think has lasted long enough. Mr. 
Chamberlain voices their opinions. He has 
determined to make the Issue, and the Whigs 
will have to yield to the inevitable in a short 
time or betake themselves to the Tory camp, 
where many of the Radicals would wish they 
were even now.

The Directors of the Chicago Stock Ex- 
change are business-men and are intrusted 
with the duty of so managing its affairs as to 
promote the business interests of the ex- 
change and its customers.

THE PNEUMATIC TUBES. 

The pneumatic-tube line, if it can ever get 
beyond its projectors’ heads, will solve the 
question of rapid transit of freight. if not of 
passengers, between here and New York. It 
is possible that if the tubes were made large 
enough and the engines powerful enough 
ladies and gentlemen could be blown through 
the tubes from Chicago to New York, or vice 
versa, though the disjected and fraginentary 
condition in which they would arrive’ at 
their destination would naturally disincline 
them to repeat the experiment, if there were 
enough of them left to make the return trip. 
It is claimed that grain will be improved in 
making the trip, but we do not fancy that 
commercial travelers, ladies en route 
to the seashore, or travelers of any 
sort would find themselves radically 
improved. Leaving humanity out of con- 
sideration, it is possible that all kinds

In laying the tubes, however, it seems to us 
that a radical mistake is made at the very 
outset in the proposition to lay certain por- 
tions of the pipe through fields, along the 
sides of country roads, and on the bottoms 
of fences. Every one knows the danger to 
which railroad tracks and telegraph lines 
are exposed inremote country places. Would 
not the pneumatic tube running across the 
fields or along a fence offer a temptation to 
mischievous boys or malicious tramps? It 
is proposed to start the tubes at 6 o’clock in 
the morning. Suppose about 9 o’clock, when 
they are fairly crammed with valuables fly- 
ing to New York, some villainous marauder 
should quietly cut the tube about midway 
between here and there. What is to hinder 


about two minutes, consisting of letters, 
parcels, diamonds, jewelry, samples of 
grain, dry goods, and money packages? 

In these days, when everything is possi- 
ble, it is unwise to assume that the pneumat- 
ic tubes will not be a success, and it may 
not be a mere dream or wild vision of fancy 
that before long the grain crop of the West 
will be traveling from Chicago to New 
York and tne products of the East from 
New York to Chicago at the rate of about 
five milesa minute. What will then become 
of the railroads ana the lake marine? Much 
of their business must be taken away from 
them, though it is probable that they will 
still carry iron-ore, coal, stone, and lumber, 
which cannot be puffed through tubes owing 
to their weight and size. The establishment 
of the tube line will do a great deal toward 
breaking up monopolies and unjust freight 
discriminations, for a time at least. Eventu- 
ally some one will get a corner on them, 
however, and run up the prices, and we 
shall be no better off than we are now. Let 
us have the tubes nevertheless. Four hours 
between here and New York is too great a 
temptation to be slighted. But if the grain 
can be blown from here to New York, why 
can it not be blown from New York to Liv- 
erpool right into the faces and eyes of the 
“blarsted Britishers ? It will not be cred- 
itable to the pneumatic-tubers if they stop 
with New York.

Tur Supreme Court says that a license is 
not a contract with the municipality that 
issues it. When the ist day of July shall 
come around the State law will require that 
saloons shall pay at the rate of not less than 
$500 for their whisky and wine or $150 4 year 
for their beer privileges, no matter from 
what day their old license was dated. It 
will be the duty of the Common Council to 
pass an ordinance carrying out this State 
law; if it fail to do so, the recalcitrant Alder- 
men will violate their oeths, More than 
this, if no ordinance be passed to put the 
State law in force there will be no license 
for rum-selling in this city, and every saloon- 
keeper will be subject to fine and imprison- 
ment for selling liquor without a license, 
The law of Lilinois is as follows: 


Whoever not having a license to keep a dram- 
shop shall, by bimself or another, either as 
principal, clerk, or servant, directly or indirect- 
ly, sell any intoxicating liquor io any less quan- 
tity than one galion, or in any quantity to be 
drank on the mises, or iu or upon any ad- 
jacent room, building, yard, premises, or place 
of public resort, shall be Aned not less than $20 nor 
more than $100, or tmprisened in the county ad 
not leas than ten nor more than thirty days, or both, 
in the discretion of the court. 


The saloonkeepers will be prosecuted vig- 
orously, and the penalties will be énforced. 
They may appeal their cases one day, but 
they will be prosecuted again the next day if 
they still continue to sell without a license 
conforming to the State law. They will be 
the first to cry out for a license on any terms, 
and if they do not the costof litigation, the 
high fees they wili pay the lawyers, and the 
aggregate of their fines will be added to the 
license fee they must payin the end. The 
saloonkeepers will be the losers by any at- 
tempt to defeat the new law.

Tne selection of Bismarck as the Capital 
of the “ Future Great” does not seem to 
give satisfaction to the people of the Terri- 
tory living south of the 46th parallel.

France Presents an Ultimatum to 
China and Demands an In- 
mediate Answer, -

| CONQUEST, 
FRANCE SUBMITS HER ULTIMATUM. 

Panis, June 18%—[Special ‘Cable.]—The 
following is cabled today trom Shanghai: 
Events in China arising from the Tonquin 
question are becoming critical. France sends 
here a special envoy, M. Tricou, who 
was formerly Minister to Egypt, and 
latterly to Japan. China sends Li 
Hung Chang, the Grand Secretary, to 
Shanghai with power to confer with the 
Frenen Ambassador. Li Hung Chang ar- 
rived afew days ago. He displayed much 
pomp, living in the foreign quarter, a thing 
unknown previously in a high Mandarin. 
M. Tricou arrived last week. He 
had several conferences. The Ger- 
man Minister, Herr von Brandt, the 
English, Russian, Italian, and Spanish 
Ministers have returned home. The Amer- 
ican and Japanese Ministers are now the 
only envoys in China. 

M. Bouree, the former French Minister, 
who has been recalled, leaves today. M. 
Bouree says that he made a settlement satis- 
factory te the honor of China, in the mean- 
time reserving for France her practical rights 
in Annam. The arrangement was approved 
by two of the Ministers, but was disavowed 
by M. Challemel-Lacour, and M. Bouree was 
summarily ordered home in disgrace. 

M. Tricon has delivered to Li Hung Chang 
his ultimatum rejecting the Chinese suze- 
rainty of Annam, with the alternative of war, 
and demanded an immediate answer. Should 
Chinese soldiers be found in Annam they 
will be shotas bandits by the French. Should 
China make a movement of troops or ships 
to Annam it will be regarded as an act of 
war. 0 

Japan is deeply interested in the Tonquin 
question. There is a curious rumor exciting 
alarm in Japan to the effect that Li 
Hung Chang means suddenly to arrange 
matters with France and throw his 
forces against Japan, with whom there is an 
ancient grievance. Japan watches the situ- 
ation with anxiety, and is spending large 
sums upon naval and military armaments. 1 
cannot trace the rumor to any responsible 
authority. Li Hung Chang denies such a 
purpose. 

England has not shown her hand. The 
new Minister’s reputation makes the appoint- 
ment popular in foreign circles, but it is 
rumored that he is distasteful to China. 
Li Hung Chang depends on the peaceful 
disposition of Mr. Gladstone, 

Russia is passive during the absence of the 
Minister to look after Kussian interests on 
the northern frontier. It is thought that 
Russia naturally would take advantage 
of a war to extend her dominions, as she 
did in 1860. Disquieting rumors are preva- 
lent already in reference to the northern 
frontiers. Russia complains of Chimese ag- 
gression. Li Hung Chang regards these 
complaints as pretexts for further annexa- 
tion. 

The American Minister strenuously urges 
a settlement, regarding Li Hung Chang as 
the sole statesman favoring progress in 
China, and would regard his fall as throw- 
ing China into the arms of a reactionary 
party, gravely wounding foreign interests. 
He can see no glory in a great nation like 
France fighting the Chinese. 

Le Hung Chang was interviewed by your 
correspondent. The Chinese statesman said: 
Jam very anxious to arrive at a settlement 
with France if France shows a disposition 
to make a settlement. Now, as time al- 
ways has been, time is China's best friend. 
I shall not despair of preserving peace 
until [ have appealed frankly to the sense of 
justice and honor of the great French people. 
1 firmiy believe that they will never support 
a Ministry that ‘wantonly infringes and vio- 
lates the rights of China, hitherto un- 
disturbed and consecrated from time imme- 
morial. 1 was always alarmed for the 
preservation of peace so long as M. Gambetta 
was the exponent of Frenchambition. When 
M. Gambetta died 1 felt relief. I now see it 
makes no difference. If war comes it will 
be because war is forced upon China; it will 
be because China is driven to the wall.” 

Mercantile and foreign sentiment is war- 
like. War means business, and Western ad- 
yenturers who seek enterprise, glory, and 
aggrandizement in Asia would welcome war, 
because they think the destruction of the 
Chinese army and navy, and consequent 
financial trouble, would inevitably place 
the vast Empire at their mercy. 

In the opinion of many war would act as 
a volcanic influence, opening China violently 
to foreign methods of trade. It has been 


the policy of Li Hung Chang to accomplish 


this steadily, gradually, and surely. He is 
anxious to construct railroads dnd 
telegraphs, and is willing to accept 
any foreign agency that would really benefit 
China. At present it is impossible to foresee 
the result. Li Hung Chang has memorial- 
ized the Emperor. M. Tricou demands an 
immediate answer to his ultimatum. A few 
days must decide. “Meantime there is much 
excitement and anxiety, and there are dis- 
quieting rumors concerning the movement 
of Chinese troops.

JOHN BRIGHT. 

HIS FOES IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Lonpbon, June 18.—Sir Stafford Northcote, 
the Conservative leader, this afternoon in 
the Commons called attention to John 
Bright’s speech at Birmingbam last Thurs- 
day. He declared Bright’s statement that 
the Conservatives were in alliance with the 
irish rebels in thwarting the House from do- 
ing its work was unfounded, and moved that 
the utterances of Bright might be declared a 
breach of privilege. 

Mr. Bright, who was much cheered on ris- 
ing, responded. He said he had a right to 
speak with great freedom to his constitu- 
ency. The term “alliance,” he said, was 
capable of a meaning he did not intend, 
but it was the one that first occurred 
to him. Perhaps he ought to have 
been more careful, but aflirmed that there 
was combined action between the Conserva- 
tives and the Irish members in both debate 
and division to worry and destroy the Min- 
istry. He was pained to witness the manner 
of some of the members of the House who 
clamored at the Premier. Such conduct was 
a modern innovation, Mr. Bright commented 
on the existence of societies in America, 
which were disloyal to the British crown, 
and which were sending funds to similiar 
disloyal societies in Great Britain. If, he 
said, the Irish members of Parliament would 
disavow connection with the disloyal societies 
in Awerica, and declare their loyalty to the 
crown, he would withdraw the word rebel, 
and apologize for baving used it, 

Thomas Power O’Connor member for 
Galway, also addressed the House. In the 
course of hiss u he alluded to Bright’s 
“vain old age,“ which remark elicted loud 
protests frou: many members. 

Mr. Gladstone followed O'Connor. He de- 
clared the portion objected to of 
Bright’s speech at Birmingham was not a 
breach of privilege, He (Gladstone) was 
sorry for the remarks which had just been 
made by Mr. O’Connor concerning Mr. 
Brignt's declining years, and regretted the 
course taken by some members in regard to 
the Birmingham affair. Asa matter of fact, 
he thought Mr. Bright’s explanation entirely 
satisfactory. 

Northcote’s motion that the utterances of 
Bright be declared a breach of privilege 
was rejected —151 to 117. The division was 
almost entirely a party one in character. 
The Parnellites voted with the Conserva- 
tives in favor of the motion.

Prince Bismarck’s victory, together with 
his suddenly throwing over the Progressists 
and siding with the Ultramontanes, with the 
view of establihsing a modus vivendi with 
the Vatican, has completely cut the ground 
from under the feet of his adversaries, and, 
to quote the expression of a moderate Ger- 
man paper, has sounded the deathknell of 
German Liberalism.” Cassandra-like warn- 
ings, nevertheless, are prevalent. The Con- 
servatives are warned that their success 
forced Edward Lasker across the Atlantic, 
and now Rudolph von Bennigsen, who is re- 
garded as head and shoulders above all other 
German Liberals, and as pre@éminently the 
man of the future, has become wearied and 
discouraged at the uphill task of making 
German representative institutions a reality.

Coccapieller’s news- 
paper brought all the force of abusive lan- 
guage to bear upon the ether side, with the 
final result that Prince Colonna was re- 
u rned by 5,400 votes, against 3,200 given to 
Ricciotti Garibalal. ,

A BOSTON DEFAULTER. 


Systematic Robbery of the Massa- 
chusetts Loan & Trust Company 
by Arthur H. Blaney—$44,- 

000 in Two Years. ; 


Poston, Mass., June 18.— Speclal.]— Ihe 
Massachusetts Loan & Trust Company has 
discovered that its cashier and head book- 
keeper, Arthur H. Blaney, is a defaulter for 
$44,000, It is the old story of stock specula- 
tion with an employer’s money. The first 
intimation the officers had that there was 
anything irregular in his accounts was the 
fact that his cash account proved to be 


| $7,000 short last Tuesday night. He ex- 


plained it by saying that he had used that 
amount temporarily, and would return it 
inygnediately, which he did, getting 
the money from some friend near 
by. The bank officers were 
not satisfied, however, and therefore sus- 
pended him and directed a thorough investi- 
gation of his books to be made. It was soon 
found that there were irregularities in his 
entries extending back for several years, 
but his books had been so skillfully kept that 
they had not only passed the semi-annual in- 
spection. of three stockholder experts, but it 
required several days to even partially un- 
ravel the false entries from the genuine 
ones. Upon being suspended Blaney went 
to New York, and it was thought he had 
left the country, but he reached home again 
vesterday and was arrested and taken in 
. cargiage to the Inspector’s office, where he 
made a full confession before the Chief Iu- 
spector and Mr. Stephen M. Crosby, the Pres- 
ident of the Massachusetts Loan & Trust 
Company. 
HOW IT WAS DONE. 

The afternoon was spent in a study of the 
books. Blaney had kept no special book of 
his own, showing the money appropriated, 
but he had it well outlined in his head, ana 
rapidly and clearly explained his false en- 
tries. He stated, when first questioned, 
that the amount stolen was about 
$44,000, but it was not until late in 
the afternoon that it could be fully verified 
that thisjwas the actual amount. Blaney 
says that in December, 1830, he began to 
speculate in mining and railroad stocks ina 
bucket-shop on State street, and that at first 
he was successful, clearing some 820,000. 
Continuing his speculations the tide turned 
against him, and he lost, covering bis losses 
by false entries in his books. 

One of the company says that the runners 
of this bucket-shop probably blackmailed 
him and gradually got him entirely under 
their control. 

After the afternoon’s examination of the 
books, Blaney was taken to the city-hall and 
locked up fer the night, and this morning he 
was taken into court and arraigned, when 
he waived examination. His bail was fixed 
at $50,000. This amount he was unable to 
furnish, and he was therefore recommitted 
to jail. 

THE SLEEP OF A THIEF. 

Blaney says that he has not enjoyed a 
sound nighi’s sleep for the last two wo 
and he feels as though a great weight h 
been taken off his brain. The oniy thing 
that troubled him was the terrible blow 
it would be to his young wife. 
Blaney is 30 years, oid, and has been 
in the employ of the Massachusetts Loan & 
Trust Company from its beginning, and be- 
fore that was in the banking firm of J. B. 
Moore & Co. He entered as a bookkeeper 
on a salary of $600 a year, but rapidly ad- 
vanced until he became Cashier and head 
bookkeeper on a salary of $2,000 a year. 
This position he has held for we last eight 
years. He was also the Secretary of the 
corporation. The officers of the company 
say that they have always trusted him, and 
that they believe him when he says that 
he has not lost money by fast living, but in 
the mauner he claims. Siill they acknowl- 
edge that they had suspicions that he was 
living fully up to his salary during the last 
year or so. He was the Treasurer of the 
Dorchester Yacht Club, but did not own a 
boat himself. No inconvenience will be suf- 
fered by the company as its surplus is large, 
exceeding $100,000,

Potatoes 
and garden Vegetables give promise of a full 
yield. The hay crop will be unusually 
heavy.

The 
white grubworm is very destructive in seme 
fields. The meadows are covered with a 
heavy growth of grass. Clover is in full 
bloom. There will be a light crop of prairie 
hay in the undrained sloughs. Oats, on 
rich lands, have a rank growth, and will 
soon lodge it the rainy weather continues, 
Haying and harvesting will be on us before 
we get our corn cultivated. Winter rye will 
soon be ripe. 

HENNEPIN, III., June 18.—|Special.}—The 
excessive rains have again brought the river 
up to such an extent as to destroy much of 
the bottom corn. Upland corn is looking 
tine and gives much promise, though some 
pieces are weedy. On an average the crop 
will exceed former expectations. 

CiuinTron, III., June 18.—In the last few 
days the weather has been very bad for 
farmers. Corn has suffered much in Central 
Illinois by the continuous cold weather and 
rain. Corn has turned yellow, and unless 
favorable weather comes soon much corn 
will be spoiled. 

MArroox, III., June 18.— [Special.] — The 
rains of the last week have been too much 
for the corn.

THE DAY ON CHANGE. 
* EAGER FOR THE FRAY. 

The trading on Change in ummer does not 
begin until half- past 10 o’ciock, an hour after 
the usual time during cold weather, but it was 
very bard work to restrain the disposition to 
commence at half-past/9 yesterday morning. 
The most noticeable thing in the vicinity of the 
building was the crowd of cierks gathered on 
La Salle street settling up deals which 
bad been left over from last week. 
Quite a number of operators had worked all of 
Sunday, and the posting-up of their books that 
day bad enable many to give orders to their 


settling-cierks, so that a good dea! of business 
was quietly cleared out of the way before trad- 
ing Degaan at baif- past 10. 


CALLING FOR MARGINS. 


There was u rather extensive calling for mar- 
gins, the demands being heavy in a tew cases 
that had not been covered by calls Saturday. 
One bouse, for instance, was called for $60, 
another for 845.000, and a third for $25,000, show- 
ing that ail the losing hands had not been picked 
up during Saturday’s excitement. 

DIRE PREDICTIONS. 

The sidewalks were pretty thickly strewn with 
members of the board, who were canvassing the 
prospects for the opening of business. A good 
many of them predicted a session of wild 
excitement, and some thought it probable that 
there would be a great many more failures than 
on Saturday. A great troubie with those of 
them who were intelligent enou to guess at 
the point seemed to be the fear that the 
bankers who were carrying the cash lard in 
this city would throw it upon the market, 
and that it would find no takers. 
By the time this idea had gotten pretty well 
spread, the Open Board began trading, and 
prices for wheat corn (they don't deal ia 
provisions) advanced a little. This news was 
soon carried to the crowd outside, and served to 
reassure the doubting ones; and when the bell 
— upstairs the excitement had pretty well 
cooled off, and the markets opened in a really 
tame fashion as Compared with what the great 
majority had seemed to expect. 

THE LARD DEAL. 

There was but little iard on sale in the crowd 
which was the chief centre of attraction, an 
the price varied about lO cents per 100 pounds in 
the first tive minutes, after which it settled 
down to very nearly the ciosing prices of Satur- 
day, and so continued for some time. Consider- 
able lard was offered on outside account, sev- 
eral seiling orders being received from New 
York, but it was seen that Armour, Fairbank, 
and the Fowlers were prepared to buy, 
and the first named is understood to 
have bought altogether during the day even 
more than the enormous load which he shoul- 
dered Saturday. Trading all through the ses- 
sion was mostly in lard, pork and meats being 
comparatively negiected. It turned up a little 
toward the middie of the session, and then 
weakened when wheat got into a fever about 
haif-past 12. The feeling on the call was again 
a little downward, but there was quite a 
rally of confidence after the afternvon call 
was over, several of the prominent members 
of the board sending their messengers around 
to each other's offices with offers to Duy round 
lots of lard at a shade advance upon the! test 
official prices. The iard held by the banks did 
come out after all, it being understood that 
about 42,000 tierces were sold on different ac- 
counts by four parties. 


GRAIN, 


The grain markets were steady considering 
the tact that the weather was fine and warm, 
giving promise of fair crop reports. Oats were 
the weakest, being depressed by large receipts. 
Wheat was offered rather freely, and all the of- 
ferings were taken until about hal{-past 
12, when several hundred thousand bushbeis 
were ull at once thrown on the market, aud it 
went down a cent within two minutes. It bad 
been receding siowly from 2 — past 10 up 
to that t me, and thea flepped off on the sudden 
offering of several large lots. The highest and 
10 est 1 for the different mouths were: 
July, $1.09% and $1.06%; Au.ust, $L11% and 
SSK: September, SL lan and $1.04. It was 
thought that the break would cause several 
failures, but the only one who went was K. C. 
Green, an operator on the n Board, who 
owes about $15,000, as near as could be ascer- 
tained. 

CORN. 

Corn was quiet and steady. It opened firm. A 
good many peuple were willing to sell, but it 
was kept up by a good shippmg demand until 
wheat broke, and then corn tumbied rather 
heavily for a few minutes,with the offering of 
large blocks of 60,000 and 100,000. But it became 
steudier. 

The general sentiment during the day was in 
favor of settiing up outstanding business, and 
a good deai more that usual of the trading in- 
duiged in was simply buving ia of shorts and sell- 
ing out little lots that were long. This applied 
to all the markets. The consequence is 
that there is a much less \:olume of 
responsibility outstanding now in ail 
departments than a week ago, and the observ- 
unt ones were inclined to expect a quiet trade 
for another week to come, which they think is 
favorabie to a siacking off in prices. 

THE VICTIMS. 

Tabor & Wilson, who stopped putting up mar- 
gins Saturday, were in funds yesterday, and 
running aboutas usual. They acknowledge a 
“heavy loss on account ef McGeoch’s suspen- 
sion, but deciined to mention the amount. 

Ellis & Leightner are still at work on their 
books, and Mr. Ellis said that McGeoch had 
promised to pay $1 for $1. 

Holley & Alien, J. M. Ball & Co., M. B. Crafts 
& Co., and Martin & Co., are still in the dark as 
to how they stand. 1 

MR. EVERINGHAM. 

Mr. Evermgham said to THe TRIBUNE re- 
porter: 

The junior partners had nothing to do with 
the lard business. McGeoch was a customer. The 
commission business was alt right, but he hadn’t 
money to carry through his operations. Daniel 
Welis Jr. is nota memver of firm, and never 
had any interest in it. He was simply a cus- 
tomer—was interested with MeGeoch to a slight 
extend in the lard deal—how much 1 don’t 
know. We have no idea how we stand, and 1 
ean't tell whether we shall go on, as it will de- 
pend on the settiement we make. 1 don’t 
think we can pay 100 cents.“ 


A RECEIVER APPOINTED. 


THE COLLAPSED FIRM SNOWED UNDER N 
THE COURTS. 

Edward Botsford yesterday entered up judg- 
ment by confession in the Superior Court 
against McGeoch, Everingbam & Co. for 
$5,462.50, and then filed a creditors’ bill for the 
appointment of a Receiver. He charges that the 
firm bave.a considerable amount due them as 
balance on marziu certificates and on accounts, 
and that a Receiver should be appointed to col- 
lect outstanding accounts and preserve the as- 
sets. An ex-parte application was at once made 
to Judge Gardner, and J. R. Bensley was ap- 
pointed Receiver, with the usual powers, the 
bend being tixed at $10,000.

If the seeds are se- 
selected the oil is nice and sweet, and chemical 
analysis shows that it is not at all in- 
aed oy to health I use it instead of 
rd in my home for everything except meats.

When the 
unwarranted prejudice against cotton-seed oil 
dies out, and it certainiy will in time, ea 
geuverally will use it for cooking purposes in-

THE INVESTIGATION, 
IT WAS RESUMED YESTERDAY--THE DE- 
FENSE TO BE BEGUN TODAY. 

The McGeoch-Ffowter lard investigation was 
resumed by the Board of Directors of the Board 
of Trade yesterday afternoon. After three wit- 
nesses had been examined the prosecution 
rested, and today Fowler Brothers will begin 
theirinning. They claim to be able to disap- 
prove ali che allegations of McGeoch’s wit- 
nesses. 

Prof. De la Fontaine was recalled. He testi- 
fled that ne had made four chemical examina- 
tions of samples of Fowlers’ prime steam iard 
in addition to the tests previously desoribed. In 
doing so he used different methods, but with 
the same result. He tound at least 10 r cent 
of tallow, stearine, and cottonu-seed oll in the 
sain pies. 

William Laskey and William McCullom, who 
had worked for Fowler Brothers up to Friday 
eveuing, testified that they were required te 
take tallow out of barreis and shovel it into 
kettle No.4 When the kettle became partiy 
filled with melted bog fat and other substances 
the tallow would be thrown ina. They would 
then be directed by the Superintendent of the 
lard-room to go to the draw-pipe and draw off 
the contents of kettie No. 4, which y would 
do. The stuff drawn out would be put in tierces 
and branded “James Wright & Co.'s Prime 
Steam Lard.” 

On cross-examination the witnesses said the 
reason they koew that the tallow put in kettie 
No. 4 was thus drawn off by them was because 
on subsequently going to kettle No.4 they 
found it empty. 


ELSEWHERE, 
TEMPESTUOUS EFFECT ON THE MILWAUKEE 
MARKETS. 
Wis., June 18.—[Special.}— 
The McGeoch failure continues to be 
the great sensation in business circles, 
especially at the Chamber of Com- 
merce. The leading produce markets were 
unsettied, active, and wiidly excited bere, wheat 
and provisions leading in the dowaward move- 
ment throughout the day. No fuilures were 
reported here. Margins’ ran out quickly on 
Change and deals were closed out regardless. 
Wheat options fluctuated one cent per bushel 
witbouta trade. Toward the close of the noon 
beard a steadier feeling prevailed and prices 
rallied about three-quarters of a cent 
for wheat, reports of heavy rains throughout the 
Northwest and consequent damage to the 
spring wheat crop, together with heavy buying 
orders from leading speculators at Chicago and 
New York baving a stimulating effect. It was 
reported this morning that Mr. McGeoch had 
left on the early train for Chicago. The report 
was not true, as he appeared at bis office during 
the forenoon. There was nothing new about the 
failure, be said. All stories about McGeoch hav- 
ing deededa great deal of his property to his 
wife are probably false. The latest is that the 
failure has ieft him without a ony. 
It was that bert 
Eliot had sums of 
cash and beld street railway stock as security. 
He was asked about the report and said there 
was notrutuiuit. Later it was reported that 


Alexander Mitchell and Jonu Johnson were the 
virtual owners nuw of McGeoch’'s street-car line. 
HOW PETER TOOK IT. 

Although Mr. McGeoch refuses to talk for 
publication. a well-known gentleman who 
had a long conversation with him mentions the 
following statement: McGeoch was complete- 
ly, prostrated by bis bad luck. He said he bad 
lost every dollar in the world, 
and all of his property had been 
wiped out. I dont believe there is any truth 
in the report that he saved his residence and 
street-car line by deeding them to his wife.

He will bave great difficulty in 
making a compromise, lam inclinea to think, 
for be has squeezed the very life out of the fel- 
lows there two or three times, and they have no 
love for him. It is my opinion that 
he will be ruled off the board, 
and that will be the last of Peter 
McGeoch. There are manv who think he will 
get on his feet again, but I do not believe it. He 
is in too deep, I teil you I am sorry for r 
Crittenden, Peacock, and Everingham. They 
have worked like dogs, day and nigbti doing 
business for McGeoch, and everything they had 
in the world was wiped out by the big failure. 
Fortunately, both are young men of indomitabie 
energy and great business sagacity and they 
will soon get a start again.”

Mr. S. R. Calloway, General Manager of the 
Chicago & Grand Trunk, has just returned 
from Montreal, where he went to have a con- 
ference with General Manager Joseph Hickson, 
of the Grand Trunk, regarding the action to be 
taken by their rpads to meet the action of the 
Michigan Central in withdrawing its through 
sleepers and coaches from the Great Western 
Division ot the Grand Trunk, and shortening 
the ruoning time of its trains via the Canada 
Southern. A representative of THs TRIBUNE 
called upon Mr. Calloway yesterday afternoon 
to learn what the Grand Trunk had decided to 
do in the matter. ö 

Mr. Callaway stated that although the Michi - 
gan Ceatral had discontinued running through 
sieeping-cars via the Great Westera Division of 
the Grand Truak, yet that road continues to 
ticket passengers and check baggage via the 
Great Western, and sieeping-cars would con- 
tinue to run from Detroit to New York over the 
Great Western and New Tork Central lines. 
Arrangements have been made to greatly im- 
prove the train service on the Chicago & Grand 
Trunk. After Monday next two fast express 
trains will be added, one leay Chicago at 3:30 
p. m., and the other at 9 p. m. ining-cars will 
run ou these trains between Chi and Niag- 
ara Falls, and the equipment will second to 
none. Pullman paiace-2ars will be run 
through from Chi to New York via Niagara 
Falls and the New Doom, Lake Erie & Western, 
and to Boston via Montreal and the Vermont 
Central. The train service between Chicago and 
Montreal will be greatly improved, the time be- 
ing shortened nearly nine hours. The train 
which leaves here at 3:30 p. m. will arrive at 
Montreal the foliowimg evening at 7 o'clock, and 
at Portland and Boston the followtmg morning. 
Close connection will be made at Niagara Falls 
with the New York Central trains, ana passen- 
gers will have their choice of reutes; but the 
Pullman cars will run through by the Erie. A new 
route to Detroit will be opened via Durand, and 
Pullman cars will run between De- 
troit, making about the same time as the Michi- 
gan Central.

DISCUSSION. 
Ald. Wetberell— That is a pew ordinance, and 


putting it through tonigbt would be pretty sharp | 


ractice. It ought to be deferred and pub- 
ished 

Ald. Geohegan—Ob, no! 

Aid, Wetherell—I demand that it be deferred 
under the charter. I dou’tsee any reason why 
the Council should undertake to nullify a law of 
the Legisiature. Passing that ordicance will be 
sinfiiar to the nuilification induiged.in by the 
Southern States some time ago, and such action 
bere will end in about the same way. There 
is no question in my mind as to the 
constituuuonality of the law passsed by the Leg- 
isiature, and, as to the time it was passed, it 
would have gone through tong before it did but 
for the obstructions placed in the way. It there 
bad been no interference by the saloonkeepers 
it would not have been “unjust” to them or 
any one else. It might have been, and spouid 
have been, passed in February. It was intro- 
duced early in the session, and but for the 
course pursued by the saloonkeepers 
would have become a law at east 
three months ago. If itis unjust now it is 
their own fault that it is so. They fought the 
law, expecting to defeat it, but it so happened 
that they were rather overconfident of their 
strength, and in dem so overconfident they 
made a mistake. It would have been better fur: 
them. and better for the city, and for all parties, 
it they had accepted the situation and allowed 
the law to pass at the proper time. So far as 
the Senate is concerned the Har- 
per bill was introduced there at 
the same time asin the House. It was consid- 
ered from time to time, and the only reason for 
not passing it was that the Senate wanted to 
agree with the House, and thought it best to let 
the matter be foughtin the House, where the 
contest was likely to come and did come. As all 
know it finally passed the Senate in the thortest 
possibie time. The Senators are not spring 
chickens. They knew what they were about ail 
the time, and the members of the House kuow 
something about municipal affairs. Most 
of the members [trom this city voted 
for the measnre, and they understand as well 
as we what the needs of the city are. I do not 
see any necessity for undertaking to nullify this 
law, which, while it may burt some, will work 
good to others. and., iu my opinion, the good 
will overbalance the evil; andif the Uouncil 
undertakes to nullify the law its action will cast 
a stigma upon this body that will require many 
vears to wipe out. I for one would be ashawed 
to vote for a measure of this 
kind and override the law passed 
b a superior body—a body at whose 
win our city charter «xists.

TRUTH ABOUT PALESTINEY 


The Country Safe, Fertile, and Relati¥e- 
ly Very Prosperous—Jewish Farm 
ers, * 
HAtra. May 18.— [New York Sun.}—Consider- 

ing the number of tourists, both American and 

Knglish, who annually visit the Holy Land, I 

have been much struck with the erroneous im- 

pression which still continues to prevail in ro- 

gard to its availability as a field of colonization 


and as an opening for foreiga enterprise and 
capital. a 

For some time vast a discussion bas been tak - 
ing place in the Jewish papers on both sides of 
the Atlantic in which the merits of Palestine 
from this point of view have been canvassed, 
and I can only account for the extraordinary in- 
accuracies which have characterized the argu- 
ments of the disputants by the supposition that 
they have derived their information from 
sources which, owing to the changes which have 
taken piace in the country during the last few 
years, may now be considered obsolete. A 
remarkable illustration of this has just 
come to my notice in the account which 
Dr. Thomson gives of the Plain of Esdracion in 
his well-known work, Tune Land and the Book,” 
which fully deserves che bigs reputation it en- 
joys, and which when it was published, twenty- 
three years aga, pe ye & most faithful pict- 
ure of the Holy Land and its inhabitants. That 
anybody who now took this work as an author- 
ity upon the actual condition of many parts of 
the country would be most wofully misled may 
best be ju of from a short extract of what 
be says Of the Piain of Esdraeion, on the bor- 
ders of which I have been liv for the last six 
months, and comparing it with the results of 
my own observation. 

* ins resort here,” he remarks, 
“* with their flocks and camels, and the whole of 
Esdraeion will be sbortly abandoned to them. 
Their system of desola tion is worked out in this 
fashion; they pitch their tents in the vicinity 
of u Village and in such numbers as to bid defi- 
ance to the inhabitants, Of course their camels 
and flocks roam over the unfenced plain and 
devour a large part of the grain wulle growing: 
and when it is ripé they either steal it or com- 
pei the farmers to present them with a heavy 
me ge ag as the price of their protection. 

rom the village tself chickens, eggs, sheep, 
cows, and even horses disappear and can never 
be recovered. Many of the inhabitants soon 
move of to escape from their unnoy- 
ances, and the vilinge being thereby weak- 
ened, the Arabs provoke a quarrel, some one is 
wounded or killed, and the piace is sacked or 
burned. Theend aimed at is now reached, and 
the land belongs benceforth to the lawless Isn- 
maelite. In ten years there will not be au i- 
habited village in Esdraeionjuniess this wretohed 
work is checked, and even now it is unsafe to 
traverse this noble plain in any direction, and 
everybody goes armed and prepared to repel 
force by force. But a small portion of the plain 
is under cultivation. The lower end is not more 
than six miles wide, and most of it is too wet and 
flat for cuitivaaon, but the Arabs delight in it, 
particularly in winter, and it is even now dotted 
over with their black tabernacies. Overgrown 
with tuistles and long grass it is the favorit 
haunt of the gazelle,” and so forth. 

Your readers will be surprised to learn, in the 
face of this description, that almost every acre 
of the Piain of Esdrueion is at this moment in 
t ebigbest state of cultivation; wat it is per- 
fectiy safe to ride across it unarmed in any 
direction, as I can testify; that, o far m 
plunderu and despoiling villages, the w 
Bedguins, whose black taberuscies are tow 
contined to the southern margin ef the plain, 
have in their turn become the plundered and 
despoiled, for they all are reduced to tbe 
position of being subject to inexvurable land- 
lords who charge them exorbitantly for the 
land which they occupy,and for which they 
pay in hard cash, under penalty of instant 
ejection, which is ruthlesiy euforced, so that 
the inhabitants of the villages, with which the 
piain is now dotted, liye in perfect security, 
though more than twenty years have elapsed 
since it was predicted that “in ten years mere 
there would not be an lndabited village in Es- 
draeion.” It looks today like a huge green 
lake of waving wheat, with its village-crowned 
mounds rising from it like islands; and it — 
sents one of the most striking pictures of lux- 
uriaut fertility which itis possible to conceive. 

When, therefore, | read the other day as an 


argument why colonies should not be estab- 


lished in this part of Galilee, a description of 
the dangers which would attend any such ex- 
periment, | was amazed at the temerity of the 


| assertion, until 1 recognized some of the 


phrases above quoted, which must be my ex- 
cuse for waking the extract. But as so much 
attention is just now devoted to the considera- 
tion of the agricultural capabilities of Paies- 
tine, I think it onl, rigut that the delusions 
which evidently continue to exist on the subje t 
should be dissipated with as little delay as pos- 
sible. The fact is that nearly the whole Plain 
of Esdraeion is divided between two great pro- 
prietors—the Sultan vimeelf, who bas recently 
acquired a great part of the eastern poruon tf 
it, and the Sursocks, the richest bankers in 
Syria, who are resident In Beyrout, and who 
own pearly all the villages extending from the 
toot of the Nazareth hills to the sea. Some idea 
of the amount of the grain which is an- 
nualiy growo on their portion of the Plain 
of Eedraeion alone may be gathered from the 
fact that Mr. Sursock himself told me a few 
weeks ago that the cost of transporting bis last 
yedr's crap to Haifa and Acre amounted to 
$50,000. This was said as illustrating the neces- 


' gity ot a railway across the piain, with a view 


of cheapening the cost of transport, as, owing 
to the Sultan having property bere, it had be- 
come desirable in his Majesty's interesf. A con- 
cession has recently been granted to these Bey- 
rout capitalists for the purpose of construct 

a line which shall connect the Bay of Acre an 
the two ports uponit with the great in- 
growing province to the east of the Jordan 
called the Hauran, from which region thousands 
of camels loaded with cereals come annuaily to 
Acre and Haifa. 

As 1 write the engineers are starting to com- 
mence the surveys of this line, which will run 
rigbt.through to the centre of tke Plain of Es- 
draeion and open up a great extent of new 
country iying in the hills behind it, which will 
now find an easier access to the sea, while the 
whole of Galilee will beneut from so important 
a means of communication. Indeed, it isa re- 
markabie fact that while ev rovinoe in Tur- 
key bas been steadily retrograding during the 
last few years Palestine aloe has been rapidly 
developing in agricultural d material pros- 
perity. In Haifa and its neighborhood land 
bas risen threefold in value during the 
last five years, while the export and —— 
trade bas increased with a remarkable rapidity, 
and the population bas doubied within tea years, 
Indeed, the population of the whole of les- 
tine shows an increase during that period, more 
particularly a immigration within the 
last year or two. he consequence is tat, al- 
though, so far as security for ite and propert 
is concerned, there is stili much to be desired, 


-great progress bas been made, and witha more 


energetic Government the country might be 
rendered as safe as any in the world, 

As it is, the Arabs are for the most part 
pushed east of the Jordan,and it is now be- 
coming more and wore rare for an Arab en- 
campmeut to be seen in the neighborhood of 
the more settled and prosperous part of the 
country. There are of course villages where 
the inbabitants have a bad reputation, and as a 
rule, in the establishment of new colonies, 
proximity to these should ve avoided; but fer- 
tile lands near peaceable villages. removed 
from all risk of Arab incursion, and which can 
be purchased at a low price, abound; and 1 
know of no more perofitabie investment of 
money, whether by Jew or Gentile, than 1s fur- 
nished by a judiciously selected tract of this de- 
scripuon. in proof of which may be cited the 
extraordinary wealth which has been accum - 
lated by the Sursocks alone, who now own 
thousands or acres of the finest land in Pales- 
tine, and who purchase numerous new villages 
every year. 

At tbe same time it must be admitted that 

racticaliy the purchase of land in this country 
s attended with many difficulties. It is either 
held by villages in acommuoal manner or in 
very small patches, many of which have sev- 
eral owners. In the first case the whole village, 
witb its lands, must be purchased, an operation 
involving. many official formalities, or the 
co-proprietors of the small patches have 
to agree upon the amouot of the pur- 
chase-money, and then to show a clear title 
and the payment of all arrears of taxes. Asa 
rule the purchase of any considerable extent of 
land involves negotiations extending over sev- 
eral months, and strangers unused to the ways 
of the eountey ann the metbods by which 
routine may be expedited and obstacles removed 
are apt to meet with many disappolntments. On

. GOLDEN-BLOODED FRUIT. 

A South Water street firm yesterday rece! ved 
the first carload of California fruit that reached 
Chicago this season. The car was attached to a 
passenger train, and the fruit—apricots, 
peaches, and pears—arrived in fine condition. 
The freight charges from Sacramento to Chi- 
cago were $839. Notwithstanding the cold 
weather that until recently prevailed this is 
the earliest arrival of a cariload ‘of California 
fruit in this city for several years. One of the dis- 
advantages that California fruit-growers have 
to contend with is the high freight charged by 
the railroads. They cannot ship their fruit east 
of the Rocky Mountains at a profit, and they 
dre now endeavoring to ivduce the railroad 
companies to give them fast fruit-trains at the 
same rates that are charged for carrying fruit 
by slow freight-trains. A Los Angeles corre- 
spondent says: There are 300 carloads of ripe 
oranges in this county that cannot be marketed, 
and which are rotting because the Southern 
Pacitic Railroad Company will not run a fast 
fruit-train or give fair freight rates. Oranges 
are going berging in Southern California at $1 
per 100, and 10,000 of them are being tbrown 
away every day, baving become too ripe to suip. 
The fruit interests of Northern California are 
suf ring in like manner.“ 

VIOLATIONS OF THE SMOKE ORDINANCE. 

Ip the Armory Police Court yesterday morn- 
ing, before Justice Hammer, fifteen cases were 
called, in which the owners of as many tugs and 
propellers were charged with the violation of 
the smoke ordinance. Health- Commissioner De 
Wolf, City- Attorney Cameron, and a representa- 
tive of the Vitizens’ Association appeared as 
prosecutors, while the defendants were repre- 
sented by a number of attorneys. The piea of 
the parties arrested was inability to procure any 
smoke- onsumer which would abate ao un- 
doubted nuisance, though repeated experiments 
had been made and were stiil being made. To 
the statement of Dr. De Wolf that the general 
adoption of har coal for fuel would completely 
do away witb the cause of complaint, the reply 
was made that such a course would entail an in- 
crease of fully 50 per cent in the expense ot run- 
ning the tugs, while it would also be an im possi- 
bility to bring all vessel-owners into an agree- 
ment to use nothing but hard coal, or if such ao 
agreeme it was made to prevent its constant 
violation. The tug-owners also claimed that 
the city was crushing out lake commerce and 
a embargo oa the use of tugs on the Chi- 
cago River by its bridge and smoke ordinances. 
Dr. De Wolf referred to a promise which he 
stated bad been given by the Mayor to the 
Health Department that fifteen police officers 
should patrol the river and arrest all violators 
of the smoke ordinance, and then asked that 
fines be imposed upon the defendants. The 
cases were continued, however, until next Fri- 
day morning for the purpose of giving the tug- 
owners — to consult over the matter with 

other.

“Do you regard the putting of — and

It would be very bard on the telephone peo- 
ple, but not much of a hardship to the telegraph 
people. As far as electric wires are concerned, 
we want to put them under ground if they will 
let usdoso. Our system is adapted to laying 
the wires beneath the surface of the earth. We 
have twenty-three miles of underground wires 
in New York City now. In all larse cities elec- 
tric wires ought to go under ground. With tel- 
ephone wires it is different, owing to the induc- 
dion, which makes it difficult to talk over wires 
so laid. There has been no means thus far found 
out to stop the induction on telephone w res 
except by using a metallic circuit, which re- 
quires such a large outlay that it would practi- 
cally wipe out the telephone business. I think 
there would be no trouble in putt telegraph 
wires under ground. If it was done it might cut 
off some of Gould's dividends, but that wouldn't 
matter to the publ. There are a dozen dif- 
ferent underground telegraph systems. In Lon- 
don there are 300 miles of underground wires. 
They work weil. They are each insulated and 
run inside of iron pipes, some of which contain 
over 100 wires. The telegraph companies ought 
to be compelled in cities to put their wires un- 
der ground.

JAMES w. SHEAHAN. 


A HEARTFELT TRIBUTE FROM THE MEM- 
BERS OF THE PRESS--THE FUNERAL. 

On a call issued by the Chicago Press Club 
about forty gentlemen connected with the Chi- 
cago press assembled yesterday afternoon in 
the parior of the Press Ciub to take action on 
the death of Mr. J. W. Sheahan. Among those 
present were Mr. William Bross, Martin Russell, 
Judge Bradweil, Prof. Colbert, W. K. Sullivan, 
George P. Upton, J. B. Runnion, H. K. Smith, 
A. C. Hesing, F. B. Wilkie, and a large represen- 
tation of the younger element of the Chicago 
press. 

Mr. William E. Curtis, the President of the 
club, called the meeting to order. Vr. 
Bross was elected Chairman, and in 
assuming this office said he was 
most too sad for such duty, being in 
mourning fora man whom be bad known inti- 
mately and learned to love dearly. If tnere ever 
had been a man of whom pothing but good 
could be said, that man was J. W. Sheahan, the 
Nestor of Chicago journalism, and the best and 
abiest man that ever wielded the journalistic 
pen in Chicago. 

Mr. Joba.M. Dandy being elected Secretary,the 
Chair appointed Messrs. W. H. Smith, John F. 
Finerty, and A. C. Hesinga committee on reso- 
tions, to whom on motion Messrs. Upton and 
Russell were added. 

Prof. Coibert spoke with great warmth of his 
deceased friend, and praised his beautiful traits 
of character, especially his imperturbavie ur- 
banity and seif- possession. -

said Mr. Sheahan bad never been irritated and 
had never lost his seif-coutrol even under the 
most trying circumstances; by Mr. F. B. Wii- 
kie, who neid Mr. Sheaban up as a model for 
newspaper men; * Bradwell, who paid a 
giowing tribute to Mr. Sheaban asa journalist. 
as a Man, as a citizen, a husband, and a father;

The death of James W. Sheahan, of THE TRIB- 
UNE, although not unexpected, has filled the mem- 
bers of the Chicago press with profoand regret, feel- 
ing, as they do, that the profession to which he be- 
longed, and which bis genius iijustrated, bas suffered 
a loss that is not alone local, but. in the broadest 
sense ot the term, Nationa!. Deeply versed in pub- 
lic affairs, having had the advantage in his youth of 
intimate association, both personal and professional, 
with the great statesmen whose words and deeds 
filied the es of the Augustan era of American 
politics—-Adama, Calhoun, Clay, Webster, Douglas. 
Benton, and Lincoin--Mr. Sheahan brought to tne 
editorial chair which he so long and so ably filled 
the full measure Of statesmansuip, and his writings 
were among the classicai etfurta of the leading minds 
of the press in the United States. But not alone in 
the wide reaim of public matters did Mr. Sheahan 
hold a prominent piace. His private virtues, bis sv- 
cial qualities, hls purity as a man, and his worth as a 
citizen won him the love and admiration of all who

105 III., 87, the Supreme Court held that this con- 
dition of the ordinance compels the raiiroad 
company to permit other railroads to 
use its tracks, but does not pre- 
vent the company from allowing more 
than two other railroads to use sueh 
tracks. In other words, the provision is gon- 
st rued to mean that the company must permit 
at least ove other railroad company to use its 
main track, and may permit as many more as it 
pleases. Such de the decision of 
the final court of appeal, it is 
obvious that the city is powerless 
to declare the ordinance repealed on the ground 
that the company has done an act which the 
Supreme Court says it has the power to do. 
This is aside from the question whether the city 
can anoui the orijinance by repeal without due 
process of law.

The Hospital Committee reported in favor of 
the county hereafter burying all of ita un- 
claimed pauper bodies, the object being to do 
away with the office of County Undertaker and 
put a stop to the traffic which has heretofore 
gone on with the medical colieges,

[Utica Observer.}—The star-route thieves are 
freed by the verdictof the jury called to try 
them,and the jurors are upon the streets of 
Washington receiving the cheers and plaudits 
of the people! Thetriumphof the rogues isa 
shame not only tothe jury and not only to the 
community of which such criminals and such 
jurymen form a part, but to the whole country. 

(Springfield (Mass.) Republican.]—The country

Such a re- 
sult is positively disheartening after the long, 
wearisome, and costly trial with which the 
country bas been bored, and persons with oid- 
fashioned ve eas of justice will naturally ask 
themseives Whether after all the jury system is 
such a great biessing to society and civilizadon 
as its upbolders claim. 

[Philadelphia Bulletin.]—That twelve men 
bave been found to agree unanimously that the 
star- route conspirators are guiitiess points toa 
remarkable coincidence which can be explained 
only in one way. The chances were a million to 
one that not all the jurors would agree: that 
they have agreed at least justifies the opinion 
that it was for their interest to return this ver- 
dict. But neither Dorsey nor Brady nor their 
underlings can escape the opinion which the 
unbiased and unbribable American public holds 
of their action. 

(Troy Telegram.]—Dorsey and Brady go forth 
in triumph: the Government is defeated, ana 
knavery, as everybody believes, rides on tri- 
umphanot. It was wise in the byiiders of Greek 
mythology to represent Justice as being blind. 
They meant to imply that she was not to be 
influenced by seatimentor sympathy, as were 
the Judges when Phryne disclosed ber matchless 
charms to their wordering eyes. Today Justice 
may be glad of her biindfoiding, since it saves 
ber from seeing what shocking outrages are 
done in ber name. 

{Providence Journal.J—At first blush there 
will be citizens, not a few, who will feel that 
there is no safety for the public Treasury, no 
shield against evil-doing, no moral sentiment in 
or capable of protecting the people.

The Produce Markets Steadier—An Im- 
proved Tone in Provisions Alter 
the Storm.

FINANCIAL, 


The local money market was active yesterday. 
Country orders for currency were moderate, 
und loans were made at 54,@6—occasionally at 
6%@7 per cent. The counter business was in- 
creased by the dealings of Board of Trade op- 
erators, who were busy getting out of the tangle 
made by Saturday's fallures. 

The aggregate of local bank clearings was 
$9,700,000, being $1,400,000 more than Saturday. 

Exchange on New Vor declined to pay and 
280 premium for $1,000. The offerings were 
considerably larger. 

Foreign exchange was easier. The market 
was dull, and there was a more liberal supply of 
bills. The decline in grain and provisions is ex- 
pected to stimulate the export movement 
and inerease the offerings of exchange. 
Posted rates on sterling were quoted at 456 and 
4804, with actual rates at 48544 and 489. English 
documentary at 4834 to 483° ior sixty days and 
487@487\% for three days. French documentary 
quoted at 521% and 518X, and German do at ig 
to 64% Bankers’ magks at 95% for sixty days 
and 06% sigut, and bankers’ francs at 517% for 
sixty days and 515 sight. 

About $850,000 of Board of Trade bonds have 
been taken to date, including the $500,000 dis- 
posed ot to the two local banks last week. The 
sale to the Chicago banks was at a little less 
than par. Over half the authorized issue has 
been sold, and it is believed that it will not be 
necessary to dispose of the whole of what is left. 

Big operations in Stocks were said yesterday 
to be telling their friends that bigher prices may 
be expected this week. They say large traders 
in Chicago are abandoning grain and provisions 
and returning to Wall street. They also@ay 
there is now no possibility of atrunk line war, 
as the leaders who are closely connected with the 
management of the roads are bulis on the mar- 
ket, and long on stocks.(?) These are supposed 
to be some of the bull points circulated on Wall 
street yesterday, which, according to the course 
of the stock market, were not strong enough to 
completely effect their object. The report that 
operators are forsaking the Chicago market for 
Wall street is probably about as pear the truth 
as would be an announcement from Patagonia 
of the discovery of the Northwest Passage. 

The holders of the Wabash car-trust bonds 
now falling due are said to have agreed toa 
three-year extension on the guarantee of the 
Iron Mountain. This removes an obstacie which 
it was feared would be troublesome to the Wa- 
bash. 

Large foreign bankers say again the move- 
ment of Amerivan securities this way from Lon- 
don ceased over ten days ago. 

Au Officer of the Rock Island says the earn- 
ings of the road so far this montn show a hand- 
some increase over last year. 

Approximate earnings of Union Pacitic for the 
first fourteen days of June are said to show a 
considerable increase. The earnings of Milwau- 
kee, Lake Shore & Western for the second week 
of June decreased $1,087. Denver gained $22,- 
200. Burlington net earnings for May increased 
$91,000. Atlantic & Pacific stock will probably 
be listed on the New York exchange this week. 

It is rumored that the Manhattan Elevated 
Railway is actually going to pay a dividend. 

Mr. John Jacob Astor is said to dave joined 
the Western Uuion Board of Directors as a sort 
of representative of various trust companies he 
is connected with which have made loaus ono the 
stock. ;

Among the most com- 
mon are counterfeit $2 notes, and “fives” are 
numerous enough to warrant great care in tak- 
ing them, The vast majority of people whose 
characters are otherwise without aw 
are quite sure “to pass along” any 
money about which there is the 
least suspicion without making any effort 
to find out if it be genuine or not, and there is 
some reason to suspect that even bank clerks 
are not always over scrupulous in this regard. 
The Globe-Democrat gives a list of the counter- 
feit bills in circulation which can probably be 
found in the requiarty-p publisbed detectors.

The exhibit this week is again favorable. At

At 
Boston in particular the change from last week 
is very marked. The gain of 25 per cent at Chi- 
cago is due to the break in provisions and the 
partial deciine in grain, which have necessitated 
a great shifting of loans. 


PHILADELPHIA. 


PAN unt A, Pa., June 18.—[Special.]—The 
bank statement shows a decrease in nothing but 
National-bank notes and circulation. The loans 
are the largest since last October. The reserve 
has not been so large since August, 1481, ana the 
surpius is as large as it bas ever been. There 
it adeciine in National bank notes, but New 
York banks owe us more than $550,000, and, as 
usual, the funds of other cities are adrug. We 
owe nothing to other reserve cities, but they are 
all in our debt. There is not only a large in- 
crease in the amount due to other banks, 
but in the amount of individual deposits, which 
bring the totalup to the highest figures ever 
known before. Such is the ease of money that 
the circulation has fallen off, and is rather 
smaller than it has been in seven months. And 
yet the clearings, while only 12 per cent 
abead of last year, are the larwest since the mid- 
die of last October. The disposition shown by 
the market Saturday to react from the 
fifteen days of uninterrupted improvement had 
not exhausted itself, as was generally 
anticipated, and, thou ugh prices opened weil, 
they tended downward untii the last hour. 
when a recovery took place, and they closed 
steady. The coal stocks, Reading and Jersey, 
were the immediate cause of the depression, 
being freely sold by New York, and declin- 
ing k. Pennsylvania also declined from 
59% to 604, partiy under straggling sales of 
long stocks, and partly under some judicious 
bammering, as it closed 59% bid. Lehigh Val- 
ley, though not nearly so active, showed clearly, 
by the steadiness with which it is maintained, 
that the holders still cling to the idea that it will 
be associated in some way with Pennsyivania. 
The price declined today to 70%, but ciosed at 
71 bid. Northern Central was quite negiected 
at 5844, and so also was Buffalo. The Northern 
Paciues showed very little spirit.

COMMERCIAL, 


The leading produce markets were very un- 
certain yesterday, though much less unsteady 
than mam had expected. There was a heavy 
cailing of margius early in the day, indicative of 
a good deal of distrust. The gatherings on the 
silewalks seemed to be much more at ease 
than the people in their offices. The former 
generaily talked as if they thought the trouble 
was over, and when the Open Board commenced 
business, and showed strength in grain quota- 
tions, the outside feeling was one of decided 
relief. The marcetg on ‘Change opened 
steady, and there was soon a  (feel- 
ing of restored @onfidence, which lasted 
for about two hours, when orders to sell wheat 
carried down other markets in sympathy, and 
caused a great flutter, with the fear that some 
one else had gone under. The later feeling was 
firmer. 

Provisions were fairly active, and steadier. 
Hogs were lower here, and the British telegrams 
quoted a decline of Is all round in lard and 
meats. But these things were regarded as a 


— natural consequence of Saturday's panic, aud not 


as bad as might have been expected. The market 
for product here opened steady, with a fair vol- 
ume of selling orders in hand, but parties stand- 
ing ready to buy in case of a further break. The 
one thing that weighed on the minds of op- 
erators was the fear that certain banks would 
throw their holdings; and confidence revived 
when there were no signs of that lard coming on 
the market, while it was evident that the firms 
led by Armour, Fairbank, and Fowler were buy- 
ing the offerings. The selling seemed to be 
mostly done on New York orders, and was chief- 
ly of lard, other product being negiected, 
The market weakened about  half-past 
12 o'clock, when wheat turned off, and the 
ciosing tone on "Change was decidedly unsettied. 
Packers reported that the shipping demand was 
better than on any other day in twelve- months 
past. The decline in prices evidentiy brought 
out orders. Pork advanced 500, fell back 30, 
and closed on Change 20@%5c above the latest 
prices of Saturday, at $17.60 for July and $17.75 
for August. Lard sold down 5c, advanced Be, 
and ciosed on Change 24@5c higher than Sat- 
urday at $9.8&2% for July and $9.92% for August. 
Short ribs closed a shade firmer at $8.90 for July 
and $9.00 bid for Auxzust. On the afternoon call 
the market declined about de all round, but 
lard was firmer after the close of regular trad- 
ing, there being considerable demand in private 
offices. 

It seems that that “banker's lard” was sold 
after all, at least to the extent of about 42,000 
tes: and the trade can now breathe easier. 

Flour was about as near to lifelesness as it 
ever was since there bas beeh a market here. 
Only one lot was reported sold. The feeim was 
nominally weak, especially towards one o'clock. 
The coarse milistulfs were easier, being in larger 
supply. 

Wheat was very irregular, but averaged weak- 
er. It was steady during the greater part of the 
session, and sold up %c, but closed on Change 
Ide below the latest prices of Saturday, at 
$1.074 for July, and $1.09% for August, with 
September at $1.10%. The British markets were 
called dull and 3d per quarter lower, but 
our receipts were smaller than was gen- 
erally expected, and operators were reassured by 
the improved tone in provisions. The market 
opened a little weak, but was seon steadied, as 
above noted, though there was considerable un- 
loading in a quiet way by parties who expected 
to see prices settle back after the steadying 
phase had passed. Outside of this the trading 
was mostly in settling up Outstanding deals and 
scalping. About half-past 12 o'clock a big line 
of wheat was throwu on the market, which 
broke prices rapidiy, and the whisper went 
round that some one bas busted,” but no one 
knew anything more about it.

In green fruits berries, especially 
strawberries and raspberries,. were higher, 
though many lots of the former were in bad 
condition on arrival. Hides, grease, and tallow 
quiet and unchanged. Potatoes active at prices 
ruling at the close of last week, In seeds, flax- 
seed was 20 off from Saturday's price, selling at 
$1.36@1.36%. Others quiet. Huy was steady at 
about the figures ruling Saturday. 

There was a sharp decline at the Stock-Yards 
yesterday in the price of bogs, the average re- 
duction reaching fully 150, which makes a total 
reduction since Friday of rather more than 90. 
The receipts were moderate—only about 13,000 
—but not ali sold. 

The settling up of accounts during Sunday 
left a comparatively clear leid for yesterday's 
trading. especially as the intervention of a Sun- 
day gave more time to obtain responses from 
outside parties. The delay also enabled stronger 
firms to ascertain that they could help weaker 
ones without danger to themselves, and this 
was done in not a few cases, while it also per- 
mitted the making of other arrangements for 
preventing a flurry sbould any other SRY signs 
of incipient development.

Some sales were made as low as $8.90 for July, 
or & per lb below the average price of yester- 
day. 

Private telegrams in answer to inquiries from 
atirm io this city dealmg in cotton-seed oil 
deny the report from Memphis in Sunday's 
TRIBUNE announcing a decline in that articie of 
180 per gallon as a result of the lard troubie in 
Chicago. These dispatches from New York, 
Memphis, and New Orleans state that the price 
of cotton-seed oil was thesame Saturday as 
the previous days of last week, the market be- 
ing reported steady.

TRE CLOSE. 


Mr. Kadisch closed the meeting with the wise 
remark that Tue ‘TRIBUNE seemed to bave been 
hired by the Democrats to drive the Germans 
from the Republican party, and was doing its 
work well. 

Then it was resoived to attend tonight's meet- 
mgan a body, and an adjournment was bad.

STORM-HAVOC. 


Wind and Darkness Succeeded by Five 
Cloud-Burstse—Immeuse Damage to 
Crops and Property in Two Counties 
of Arkansas. 

WATALULA, via OzARK, Ark., June 1a. Ist. 
Louis Globe-Democrut.I—A most remarkable 
rain-storm passed over a portion of Franklin and 
Johnson Counties, Arkansas, last evening. There 
were five successive water-epouts, or cioud- 
bursts, whieh deluged the entire country and 
caused the streams torise toa hight hitherto 
unknown to the oldest citizens’ of me country 
The destruction in the valleys was immense. 

At Wataluia the first cloud appeared in the 
west and northwest about 1 o'clock p. m., d vel- 
oping into a tornado, which caused considerable 
destruction of fences, barns, stables, and out- 
buildings along the Mulberry Valley, four or 
five miles north and northwest of this place. 
The wind-storm was succeeded by an immense 
precipitation, which caused the mountain 
stiéams to pour out vast and destructive tor- 
rents. ‘che destrution of property on the west- 
ern and vorthera siopes of the high mountain 
ridge knowa as the Mount Ephraim range was 
very large. 

About 4 o’clock in the afternoon beavy clouds 
began to develop in the same quarter, and moved 
rapidiy in a southeast direction, bearing toward 
the east over the valley of the White Oak and 
extending some miles to the south. From this 
cloud the rain poured tn torrents. Small streams 
and little drains were guickly converted into 
miniature Niagaras. Fields on slopes were 
swept by broad rivers which carried away the 
soil and uprooted the growing crops. Vast vol- 
umes of water poured into the parrow mount- 
ain valleys where many farmers bad their eius. 
The channels of the streams proved insufficient 
to carry away the floca. The water spread over 
the valleys and fences; crops and all exposed 
bufidmgs were consigned to truction. 

Five successive ciouds, with brief intervals, 
passed, the last one about 7:3 o'ciock. The dis- 
charge from each was unprecedented. 

The Mulberry River Valiey, one of the finost 
farming regions in Northwest Arkansas, is re- 
ported to have been entirely submerged by a 
raging torrent, which destroyed miles and miles 
of fence and totally ruined the crops. e wind 
at times blew a severe gale. and great loss was 
sustained by the farmers from that account on 
the higher grounds.

THE BIG BRIDGE, 


Continued Decline in the Traflic—No 
Change in the Footway. 

[New York Herald, June 17.)—Business on the 
big bridge improved yesterday, owing to the 
fact that it was Saturday and that a good breeze 
tempered the sun’s rays. Some men were busy 
tying the suspension cables attached to the main 
cables with those that fall obliquely from the 
tops of the towers. Others were at work on the 


railroad tracks, and thousands of passengers 
stopped to look on ina few minutes of lazy en- 
joyment. 

The engines and dyaamos which are to supply 
the electric light for the bridge are now run- 
ning. The supply up to date has been obtained 
from the Elm street bDuiiding of the United 
States Liuminating Company. The new 
engines, two in number. with four dy- 
namos, are on the Brooklyn side, between 
Prospect and Main streets. During | the 
coming week they will be connected with the 
lamps, and the illuminating company bas to 
ruo the lamps at its own expense for thirty 
days, until the bridge trustees are satistied 
and are ready to purchase the machinery. Steam 
was up on one of the dummy locomotives on the 
Brookiyn approach vesterday, and Superin- 
tendent Martin said they were testing them and 
insuring their good condition by the time that 
the railroad isin running o1der. Some wedge- 
shaped piles of brick at either end of the bridge 
have excited the curiosity of many passengers. 
They are to be used in keeping the wire rope 
tight when it is employed to draw the cars. 
Any slack in the rope would give the cars a 
jerk each time they were started, 

“And do you consider the footway problem 
settied?”’ the reporter asked of the Superin- 
tendent, 

“Certainly. Weare carrying 30,000 persons 
instead of 160,000 daily. When the cars are run- 
ning we will carry on them fully one-third of 
the number wbo walk and a good many who do 
not now cross the bridge at all.“ 

Lou are no longer considering any plan for 
widening the footway?’ 

* We do not think it necessary.“ 

“Shall you erect an awning over the foot- 
way?” 

No, we have abandoned that idea. It would 
be useless to put canvas or any other light ma- 
terial up there, for the wind would tear it to 
tatters. We don't think it would be feasibie 
to put up a heavy awoting.”’

The Senior Sur- 
neon and bis assistant (when two are carried) 
act as deputies, and rank socially next ju im- 
portance to the Captain bimeeif. How to ac- 
commodate the various claims for this coveted 
position is a matter of serious moment.

Proceedings Becun Agalnst an Alleged

About ten days ago Judge Gary heard the 
case of P. J. Wals and others against Daniel A. 
Walsb, which was a suit to recover about $1,600 
tor work done on a row of buildings at the cor- 
ner of Erie and La Salle streets. The case was 
given tothe jury June 6,and after they had 
been out several hours ten of them signed a paper 
to the effect that they could not agree, and they 
believed that the remaining two of their num 
ber—James McMabon and F. Witte—bad 
been tampered with by the defendant. The 
jury was finally discharged on failing to agree, 
and steps were taken to see whether any of the 
jurors had been bribed. The most that could 
be urged against Meuahon was that he had 
been talking with the defendant, but the Judge 
refused to issue any rule against him. Three 
affidavits, however, were filed yesterday, made 
by three jurors—W. T. Baker, J. C. Hyde, 
and 8. . Conley—againust Witte, in 
which it was stated that Walsh, the defendant, 
and Witte had been seen drinking in a saioon 
towetner at No. 55 North Clork street, Walsh 
paying for the drinks, and that Witte subse- 
quently said there was more in the defendant's 
cuse than he thougbt, and be did not know how 
it would come out. Before that time be had ex- 
pressed himself to the effect that Waish was 
crooked, and bis testimony could not be believed. 
Un tho strength of these affidavits, Judge Gary 
issued a rule on Daniel A. Waisn to sho cause 
why h® should not be punished for contempt in 
tampering with a juror, and a similar rule was 
issued against Witte for conduct unbecoming a 
juror. he case was to have come up yesterday 
morning, but Waish’s attorney wanted time to 
prepare counter affidavits, and the matter went 
over to Thursday. 


The Rymal-McKay Contest Practically 
Ended. 

In the case of Peter H. Rymal against W. F. 
McKay, before Judge Moran, an affidavit was 
filed yesterday by Rymal! in which he states that 
the 23d of May his wife assigned to him 246 
shares of the capital stock of the American 
Stock-Food Company, and W. F. McKay as- 
signed fifty shares, so that now he owos a ma- 
jority of all the stock of the company.
